TSING-TAO,: Shantung, May 10.— 
Refugees arriving here from Tsinan- 
fu and consuls in Tsing-tao déclare 
that all Nationalists have . been 
driven out of Tsinar-fu except a 
remnant of 6,000 beleagured in the 
old walled city, which is under con- 
stant Japanese artillery fire. [An.As- 
sociated Press’ dispatch from ‘Shang- 
hai last night said: that all Nation- 
alists had been driven -out.] The 
rest of the army of Chiang Kai-shek, 
the Nationalist Generalissimé,: has 
been driven away in-a circle ten: 
miles outside of Tsinan-fu. 

There is danger of famine atid food 
prices have trebled. Much siliping 
continues on civilians und stray~ “s0l- 
diers, and it may take days to. mop 
up the situation entirely, the refu- 
gees say. The fighting began last 
Thursday. 

It is known that the Japanese hold 
the aviation field, six miles outside 
of Tsinan-fu.

Japanese Officials at Odds. 


A wide split between Japanese con- 
Sular and military leaders was re- 
vealed today. M. Kanai, Acting Con- 
sul General here, has been kept’ in 
ignorance of conditions at Tsinan-fu 
and forced to depend for his infor- 
mation on Japanese newspapers 
printed in Tsinan-fu inside the inter- 
nationa) settlement. The military 
has monopolized ail means of com- 
munication and even taken over the 
posts. Foreign Consuls here are un- 
able to communicate with Consuls in 
Tsinan-fu.

Lindbergh Fails to Report 
Arrival Here; Canses Stir 


Considerable’ apprehension ’ re- 
garding the safety “of Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh was caused 
last night and early this morning 
by his failure to report, his safe 
arrival. at Curtiss Field after a 
flight from the Detroit airport. 
Colonel Lindbergh left the Ford 
airport in the Western city at 
2 P. M. yesterday, with Lieut. 
Commander VY. H. Weems,’ his 
naval navigation instructor, in 
his new Ryan monoplane. He 
arrived at Curtiss Field at 8 P. 
M., but failed to telegraph news 
of his safe arrival to the Detroit 
airport. Consequently, as the 
night wore on and Ford officials 
received no word of the flier, they 
became anxious. | 

William B. Mayo, Chief Engi- 
neeer of the Ford organization, 
who had. withheld Colonel Lind- 
bergh’s destination in order to 
save the Colonel undue publicity 
then told newspapermen that the 
Colonel had started for Mitchell 
Field, the Army flying field 
here. 

No word of his expected ar- 
rival reached Mitchell Field and 
queries were sent to all stations 
along the transcontinental air 
‘mail ‘route between ‘Detroit and 
here. They all reported good fly- 
ing weather but no word of 
Colonel. Lindbergh. 

Curtiss Field officials refused to 
‘give out any information regard- 
ing Colonel Lindbergh’s arrival, 
and it was not until 4 o’clock this 
morning when the importance of 
the matter was stressed that it 
was stated that the Colonel had 
arrived safely.

LONDON, May 10.—The British 
Government not only hopes that the 
Kellogg. treaty for the outlawry of 
war will be concluded successfully 
but it will be glad to do anything 
in its power to help obtain unity on 


six nations concerned, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs, told the House of 
Commons this afternoon. 

Sir Austen's statement was elicited 
by a mild chiding from Ramsay 
MacDonald at the delay in the Brit- 
ish answer to the American’ pro- 
posal. The exchange of views ‘by the 
Opposition and the Government on 
the Kellogg note was less a. debate 
than an indication of their unani- 
mous approval of it. 

“No reservation’? was the burden 
of MacDonald’s plea. Sir Austen's 
answer was chiefly an expression. of 
his belief that all implications of the 
proposed treaty should be read.and 
thoroughly understood by all‘nations: 
concerned, so that. all should, sign.

Clarifies Birmingham spepciie 

Sir Austen’s speech was a clarifi- 
cation of his Birmingham address, in 
which he t.ld the Anglo-French So- 
ciety that Great Britain was not-pre- 
paring to throw’ ovér olt ‘friends for 
new. He told the House of. Com- 
mons. that he is indebted to the 
speech of Secretary Kellogg before 
the Foreign Policy Association for 
an assurance that. the American 
treaty did not contemplate impairing 
engagements undertaken by mem- 
bers of the League to preserve the 
peace of Europe or agreements 
reached at Locarno. 

Great Britain’s réle in the current 
negotiations, he asserted, would be 
as a m diator between nations dif- 
fering. in views on the desirability of 
the simple, unqualified Kellogg agree- 
ment, ut hopeful that the treaty 
might be made and ‘‘make a real 
contribution to the peace of. the 
world.”’ 

Sir Austen acknowledged ‘that he 
had suggested a conference of jurists 
on the treaty, but said: 

‘As soon as I learned my proposal 
did not commend itself as one the 
Government is concerned with, I im- 
mediately withdrew ‘t, and we shall 
proneed. therefore, through the ordi-

employed at Locarno, 


Treaty Referred to Dominions. 


Mis Majesty’s Government has con- 
cluded its examination of the treaty, 
Sir Austen said, and has sent it with 
suggestions and comments to the 
Dominions. As soon as the Do-

LODGE AND KEITH 
AT ISSUE OVER SOUL 


Sir Oliver Denies That the 
Spirit Dies With the Body, as 
Other Scientist Declared. 


SEPARATES MIND AND BRAIN 


Surgeon Supports Keith’s As- 
sertion That They Are One and 
Calls Death ‘Endless Sleep.’

LONDON, May 10.—The assertion 
of Sir Arthur Keith, President of the 
British Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, in a lecture at Man- 
chester Univ rsity last night that the 
mind or spirit had a material basis 
and dies with the body, has reopened 
here the contreversy on life after 
death. Sir Arthur’s view brought a 
prompt reply today from Sir Oliver 
Lodge, distinguished not only as a 
scientist. but as a believer in spirit- 
ualism. 
“The soul does not die with the 
body,” said Sir Oliver in his state 
ment. . Physiologists do not find any 
spirit in the brain by analyzing it, 
of course, and they have a.different 
opinion altogether from mine on the 
reaction of the brain. 

*‘T think the brain is an instrument 
used by the mind. They apparently 
think the brain is the mind. I do 
not look at it that way. The brain 
manifests the mind but that is not 
the same thing as being the mind. 
A violin manifests Beethoven but it 
is not quite the same thing as being 
Beethoven. If you smash the instru- 
ment, of course, the mind can not 
manifest itself. That is all right, and 
what scientists know about the brain 
and the way it acts on muaclen and 
nerve is all good.

“It is all part of the machinery, 
and they know a terrible lot about 
the working of machinery. ‘ But 
there is someting more to be said 
than that. Anybody can point out 
how a typewriter works, and you 
cannot -get it. to go unless it is prop- 
erly connected and in good order. 
But that\ does not explain the sense 
or meaning of what comes out of it. 

“The brain or any form of matter 
cannot. evolve Shakespeare’s poetry 
or sense of meaning. It manifests 
it like the typewriter. They can 
easily explain the mechanism of the 
typewriter or of any other instru- 


the one is destroyed, the other goes, 
too, but it is ‘only the instrument, 
and if one smashes. an instrument 
such as a violin it does not kill the 
music, the real thing behind the 
scenes.

‘But the instrument can no longer 
manifest.

sociation’ with the Governor as his 
secretary and my experience as 
Secretary of the State Committee.

WASHINGTON, May 10.— The 
United States Chamber of Commerce 
today denounced ‘‘all those who in-, 
dulge in. commercial and political 
corruption,’’ declaring they should be 
purged from thé ranks of American 
business, and that “‘the moral turpi- 
tude of corruptets of public ser- 
vants’’ is even greater than that of 
“‘those whom they debauch.”’ 

The Chamber’s action came in a 


resolution sup ng demands made 
yesterday by Judge Edwin-B. Park- 
er,~-Chairman of the’ Board of Di- 
rectors, and followed closely on. the 
heels of the announcement of John 
D. Reckefeller Jr. that he had 
called for the resignation of Robert 
. Stewart as Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Standard 
Oil Comany of Indiana. - - - <i 

‘The resolution was offered at a 
general session of the Chamber by 
‘obert P. Lamont, Chairman of the 
ecacaittae on Resolutions, as fol- 
Ows: 

‘The Chamber of Commerce of the 
linited States declares its confidence 
in the general integrity and sound 
ideals of modern ;business. ,These 
ere brought into high relief by reeent 
disclosures of individual violation of 
established business practices, 


Business Jealous of ‘Good Name.. 

“American business .is jealous’ of. 
its good name, insists upon protect- | 
ing its professional status by the 
maintenance of the highest stand- 


ards, and intends serupulously to dis- 
charge its collective responsibifitiés. 
Chief among such responsibilities is 
that of purging business of all those 
who indulge in commercia! and polit- 
ical corruption, and through resort 
to unclean or unworthy practices 
bring business into disrepute and 
shock the sensibilities of all, decent 
citizens. 

“The Chamber declares that the 
moral turpitude of corrupters of pub- 
lic servants is even greater than that 
of those whom they debauch. 

‘‘The Chamber emphasizes its prin- 
ciple of business conduct, which pro- 
vides that ‘corporate forms do not 
absolve from or alter the moral ob- 
ligations of individuals.’ It main- 
tains that stockholders of corpora- 
tions owe it to themselves, to the 
Government and to the profession of 
business publicly to repudiate those 
who misrepresent them. Such stock- 
holders cannot accept the profits 
flowing from corruption and escape 
the moral stigma which inheres in 
such profits. Neither can they per- 
mit those who act for them to profit 
personally through corrupt corporate 
—- or shield others who

‘trade Board Head on Slander. 


At the same session of the Cham- 
ber today William E. Humphrey, 


Chairman of the Federa) Trade:Com- 
mission, discussed ‘‘mud-slinging’’ in 
Presidential political campaigns. 

‘ “This is the day,’’ he d,. “tot 
reckless accusations, unmeasured de- 
nuneiation, muskraking and mud- 
slinging. A Presidential election is 
approaching. This is the day when 
the self-anointed, the kolier-than- 
thou, the reformers-for-pay, the 
fanatic and the crack-brained, the 
publicity lover and the professional 
gy § are crowding for the. spot- 
ight. 

“If you. were to listen to the 
clamor today you might believe poli- 
tics is a vast, putrid cesspool, and 
that the purity of those engaged in 
it is measured by the scandals they 
can hold up to the public gaze. In 
such a state of public hysteria, calm 
and best judgment are impossible. 
The innocent are as likely to suffer 
as the guilty; and the guilty are as 
likely to go free as' the innocent. The 
country at present is cursed with a 
plague of self-seeking patriots who 
are completely obsessed with the de- 
lusion that the road to the White 
House runs through a sewer.”’ 

Mr. Humphrey defended the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, saying it had 
been “paid the compliment’’ of fre- 
quently being included in the con- 
demnation that is carried on. 

Mr. Humpntrey said he did not be- 
lieve the commission had a right to 
make-any investigation not based on 
alleged law violation.. SS f 

Mr. Humphrey declared the. com- 
mission was free from political bias 
or prejudice in its decisions. With 
regard to statements that President 
Coolidge had ‘‘packed” the commis- 
sion for political purposes, he said 
“‘a more baseless falsehood was never

Attorney McGee- 
han by his lawyer, I. M. Sackin, 
urging the prosecutor to permit his 
client to annear before the body, and 
the’ reply of ‘Mr. McGeehan that 
Loughced . would be permitted to 
testify under a waiver of immunity. 
‘The “lawver: acquiesced in a later 
telegram to the demand that Loug- 
heed waive. immunity, and in a 
statement made later said that before 
his client’ enters ‘the Grand Jury 
room’ hé ‘would instruct him to insist 
on being permitted to tell all.that he

IGNORECHANG’S TRUCE PLEA

Seeking to clarify Nanking’s offi- 
cial attitude on the report that the 
Nationalist Government intended to 
appeal to Washington to intercede, I 
asked General Hwang-fu, the For- 
eign Minister, this evening what ac- 
tion it meant to take. The Foreign 
Minister replied that the Nationalists 
did not intend immediately to pre- 
sent a request for American arbitra- 
tion, but he intimated that in view 
of the fact that Washington had 
called the original conference to 
settle the Shantung problem, Nan- 
king hoped that America would en- 
deavor to enforce the agreement 
among the powers signed in 1922. 
Nanking has appointed Dr. C. C. 
Wu, erstwhile Foreign Minister, who 
now is in Paris, a special envoy to 
Washington with instructions to 
proceed to America immediately. I 


understand that Dr. Wu will sail to- 
morrow. 


Expect Agreement To Be Kept. 


“The Nationalist Government does 
not anticipate that Washington will 
intercede in the Shantung question 
until it is in full possession of com- 
plete and unbiased reports of the 
Tsinan-fu affair,’’ Hwang-fu said to- 
day. ‘‘We have not appealed for 
American mediation. We are aware 


that it is impossible for your Govern- 
ment to act until the facts of the in- 
cident are clear. 

‘‘However, we are hardly able to 
believe that the agreement signed in 
Washington, following such careful 
consideration of the problem then in 
solemn but friendly discussions, will 
be rmitted so easily to be dis- 
carded. 

“Our agreement with Japan on 
Shantung we do not believe is to be 
construed as a unilateral treaty with 
the privilege on either side to break 
it at any time without notice. 
“Japan has landed troops on 
Chinese soil. While we doubt that 
Japan intends actual occupation of 
Shantung or planning to take 
cities indiscriminately throughout 
the province, the fact that she has 
landed troops in such numbers we 
believe inexcusable.’’ 

Hwang-fu then recalled that Ernest 
B. Price, American Consul, had of- 
fered to mediate between the Chinese 
and Japanese military leaders in 
Tsinan-fu during the fighting there 
last Thursday, and had sought, to- 
gether with the British Consul, to pre- 
vent spread of the trouble outside the 
Shantung capital. 


Chang’s Truce Offer Ignored. 


‘Mr. Price’s action, of course, was 
entirely local,’? Hwang-fu continued. 
‘“‘We believe, however, that he has 
given Washington a full report of the 
incident. We have not asked him to 
appeal for intercession.”’ 

Referring to the appeal to all 
Chinese factions to stop fighting 
made yesterday by Marshal Chang 
Tso-lin, the Northern Dictator, 
Hwang-fu_ said that despite this of- 
fer of a truce, Nanking planned to 
continue on to Peking in any event. 
He reiterated that the chief interest 
of the South at present was to com- 
plete its Northern drive, gain con- 
trol of all China and then _ settle 
with Japan. If, he said, Chang 
Tso-lin’s subordinates were willing to 
fly the Nationalist flag and signified 
their willingness to join the Kuomin- 
tang, or Nationalist political party, 
and adhere to Nationalist principles, 
‘‘we are ready to accept their capitu- 
lations and incorporate their armies 
with ours as far as practicable and 
proceed as fast as possible with our 
program of unification’’ : 
Hwang-fu indicated that this pro- 
gram included Nationalist control of 
Manchuria’s three provinces as well 
as China proper, Nanking regarding 
Manchuria as an integral part of 


China. 

The Foreign Minister conferred 
with the American and Japanese 
Consuls General here this afternoon 
but neither they nor he would give 
out anything on the purport of their 
discussions. 


Anti-Japanese Feeling Grows. 


Desultory fighting between Chinese 
and Japanese forces continues in 
Shantung, where Japan is proceed- 
ing with the occupation of Tsinan-fu 
and outlying areas, particularly 
along the Shantung Railway. Japa- 
nese forces here are ready to enter 
the native areas in the event that 
the property or lives of their na- 
tionals are endangered. 
Anti-Japanese feeling is increasing 
as the student-directed campaigi. and 
the action of Chinese commercial 
bodies go on. Nanking is proceeding 
with caution, hoping apparently to 
isolate Shantung and prevest to 
Peking, possibly via the Kinhan 
Railway, and from the Shansi side, 
oe would be a reastenietien gees 
military campaign, e even a 
Chang Seotke does not flee from 
Peking to Manchuria.

Wu Tells of His Mission. . 


“The object of my appointment,”’ 
Dr. Wu declared tonight in discuss- 
ing his mission to the United States, 
‘is to make the Nationalists’ case 
clear to the Americans. The pres- 
ence of Japanese troops in Shantung 
is at once a violation of Chinese sov- 
ereignty and of the Washington 
treaty, to which both the United 
States and Japan are signatories. 

*‘While I was Foreign Minister at 
Nanking last year the Japanese sent 
troops into Shantung and I had to 
protest. I said at that time that if, 
owing to the presence of Japanese 
troops in Shantung, any trouble was 
Pecveneds the Japanese alone must 

ear the consequences. 

“The general impression in China 
today is that the Japanese never 
liked the idea of quitting Shantung. 
There are many in China today who 
believe that the Japanese have come 
back to stay. 

“We are advised that they pro- 

voked the Tsinan-fu trouble in the 
first place. You have no doubt heard 
the story of one high Chinese official, 
whose ears and nose the Japanese 
cut off. He was Tsai Kung-hsi, 
Commissioner of foreign affairs for 
the Province of Shantung, and 
ranked next to the Governor of the 
Province. 
“This is just one instance of the 
treatment meted out to Chinese offi- 
cials at the beginning of the trouble. 
Twelve members of Tsai’s staff were 
murdered in cold blood. 


Hints Japan Is Aiding Chang. 


“The present trouble is the result 
of sending two large detachments of 
Japanese troops into Shantung. One 
can hardly escape the conclusion that 
the Japanese, by sending these two 
detachments into Shantung and as 
far inland as Peinan-fu, where 


there are only a few hundred small 
Japanese traders—sending several 
thousand troops (mind, I am speak- 
ing not of the present dispatch of 
Japanese troops) to protect only a 
few hundred traders leads one to be- 
lieve that the Japanese are not sorry 
that trouble has been provoked.”’ 
Asked if it were his intention to 
appeal to the United States Govern- 
ment to intervene, Dr. Wu replied 
diplomatically: 

‘“‘My object is to make clear our 

case so that America will not be led 
astray by propaganda. What the 
American people want to do and 
what the American Government 
wants to do is for them to decide.”’ 
Dr. Wu was then asked whether 
he thought that there was a likeli- 
hood that Japanese _ intervention 
might bring the warring Chinese fac- 
tions together and cause them to 
unite in a common effort against 
the Japanese. 
“The Japanese have, for a good 
many years, backed Chang Tso-lin, 
the Northern Dictator.’’ he replied. 
‘‘That is one fact well known. But 
here is a second fact: the National- 
ist Army had already captured Shan- 
tung. We were on our way to Peking 
to expel Chang Tso-lin when the 
present trouble commenced. The in- 
tervention of the Japanese undoubt- 
edly was a godsend to Chang Tso- 
lin. There you have two facts; all 
you have to do is to put them to- 
gether.”’ 


Japanese Oppose Mediation. 


TOKIO, May 10 ().—It was stated 
unofficially in Government circles to- 
day that Japan would neither ask 
nor accept mediation in the Shang- 
tung affair. 

The view was that Japan did not 
consider the present situation war 
and that therefore the matter could 
be settled diplomatically between 
China and Japan. It was not be- 
lieved that the United States would 
assume the réle of mediator, and in- 
timidations that it would were re- 
garded as propaganda emanating 
from Tsinan-fu. 


Kellogg Not Approached. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 10. —Secre- 
tary Kellogg stated today that he 
had not been approached by either 
Japanese or the Chinese National- 
ists in the matter of mediation. He 
added that American Consular offi- 
cers on the scene had used their 
good offices with both parties in an 
endeavor to stop the fighting. 

Ernest B. Price, Consul in Tsinan- 
fu, he said, had been authorized to 
do whatever he could in the matter. 


ENVOY HOLDS JAPAN 
JUSTIFIED IN CHINA 


Matsudaira Declares Tokio Will 
Recall Troops.When Order 
Is Restored. 


‘REGRETS’ SHANTUNG CLASH 


But Tells Peace Society That Na- 
tionals Had to Be Protected— 
Rumenian Regime Defended. 


Special to the New York Ttines. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 10.—The 
warfare in Shantung between the 
Chinese Nationalist conquerors of 
Tsinan-fu and Japanese troops was 
brought up before the conference of 
the American Peace Society today 
when Tsuneo Matsudaira, the Jap- 
anese Ambassador, declared that 


Japan would withdraw her forces as 
soon as order was restored. 

Addressing 1,400 women delegates 
at a luncheon, Mr. Matsudaira said: 

“It is a cause of real regret that 

very recently the Province of Shan- 
tung in China has become the scene 
of serious disturbances, which have 
affected the lives and property of 
Japanese residents, 
**In view of the fact that there are 
about 17,000 Japanese subjects scat- 
tered here and there in that prov- 
ince, Japan has found it necessary 
to despatch troops for their protec- 
tion. In taking this action, Japan 
has had no intention to interfere in 
the domestic affairs of China and has 
no other motive than to give the pro- 
tection aforesaid to her nationals. 

“‘T am happy to assure you that the 
Japanese forces now there will be 
evacuated as soon as order is re- 
stored and there ceases to be any 
danger to the lives and property of 
Japanese residents in that locality.’’ 

Mr. Matsudaira thought it a mat- 
ter of congratulation that America 
and Japan face each other with such 
fine amity across the ‘‘truly named’”’ 
Pacific and pointed out the growing 
volume of Japanese-American trade. 

Dr. David Yui, representative of 
the people of China to the Washing- 
ton Arms Conference, National Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. in 
China, sat a dozen places removed 
from the Japanese Ambassador at 
the luncheon table, listening intently. 
He did not join in the applause. 

George Cretziano, the Rumanian 
Minister to Washington, in an ad- 
dress to the conference tonight, vig- 
orously defended the present Govern- 
ment in Rumania and denounced 
“‘propaganda”’ against it in America 
and other countries. 

Mr. Cretziano pictured his country 
as one unalterably committed o the 
principles of liberty, but living in 
dread of Bolshevist Russia, which 
made disarmament impossible. 

He made no reference to the 
peasants’ demand for Government 
reform or to Prince Carol. He re- 
ferred to Nicholas Titulescu, Foreign 
Minister, as ‘‘a distinguished States- 
man, who enjows an international 
reputation for his devotion and un- 
tiring zeal in the promotion of peace 
and good will among nations.’’ 

Then, referring to the investi- 
gators who went to Rumania, he 
added: 

“‘They only come in contact with 
the leaders of minorities; leaders 
who, having been deprived of their 
former privileges, are naturally dis- 
satisfied with a State which advo- 
cates equality and recognizes no spe- 
cial class privileges.”’

the main amounted to no more than 
sniping, although occasionally. small 
bands put up desperate fights to 
avoid disarming and expuulsion from 
the city by the Japanese.

INSTALLED IN POMP 


Splendor Fills Westminster Abbey 
as King Gives Grand Cross 
of Order to Ten. 


Wireless to Tom New YorkK Tres. 

LONDON, May 10.—Splendor sec- 
ond only to coronation scenes filled 
Westminster Abbey this morning 
when King George, as sovereign of 
the Order of the Bath, presided over 
the installation of ten new Knights 
of the Grand Cross. The martial 
music of the Guards’ Band alter- 
nated with peals from the Abbey or- 
gan as Great Britain’s most dis- 
tinguished defenders by land and by 
séa marched through the nave and 
transepts clad in crimson robes and 
carrying the white-plumed, black 
hats of the order. 

The Order of the Bath is primarily 
military. Admiral Earl Jellicoe, 
Viscount Allenby, Admiral Lord Wes- 
ter-Wemyss, General Sir Joha Max- 
well and Admiral Sir Cnarles Mad- 
den are the most prominent new 
Knights. 

To old chants intermingling loy- 
alty to God and King, they strode 
beyond the gaze of some thousand 
spectators into the Hen VII 
Chapel, where, beneath their knight- 
ly banner, they took this oath: 

**You shall honor God above all 
things. You shall be steadfast in 
the faith of Christ. You shall love 
the King, your averse lord, and 
him and his right defend to your 
power. You shall defend maidens, 
widows and orphans in their fights 
and shall suffer no extortion, so far 
as you may prevent it. And of as 
great honor be this order unto you 
as ever it was to any of your progen- 
itors or others.’’ 

During a pause in the abbey, 
there were prayers and Scripture 
readings. During the march into 
the abbey yard, where tousands 
more of Londoners were waiting to 
catch glimpses of the spectacle, the 
throng sang ‘‘Alleluia’’ hymns. 
Queen Mary, clad in a long coat of 
gold tissue, gat near the altar as the 
King and his knights marched past 
her, the King wearing a long crim- 
son and white train held by two 
pages. 

The other new Knights of the 
Grand Cross were Lord Bradbury, 
Lieut. Col. Sir Maurice Hankey, Sir 
Hubert Smith, Lieut. Gen. Sir Al- 
fred Keogh and Admiral Sir Henry 
Jackson. 

This is the first installation in four 
years and the fourth since George 
V revived the ceremony of 1023. 


CAT! ANDREADES’S RECITAL 


Greek Mezzo-Soprano Has a Suc- 
cessful Debut Here. 


Cati Andréadés, a Greek mezzo- 
soprano well known in Europe, made 
her American début last night in 
Steinway Hall. The young singer 
disclosed interpretative gifts of a 
high order in an artistically arranged 
program of classic and modern songs 
of varied schools. 

In an opening group composed of 


two familiar airs from Bach’s ‘‘Phoe-

Dispatches that have reached here, 
being smuggled over the frontier, 
state that what in reality turned into 
a fiasco last Sunday might been 
otherwise but for the indecision and 
lack of courage of the Peasant Party 
leader, Juliu Maniu. 


Government Feels Able to Act. 


The party’s congress at Alba Julia 
ended in disaster so far as the peas- 
ants were concerned. This gave the 
Government the courage to ine 
rate the reign of terror, which 
hitherto it had feared to do because 
it was uncertain of the peasants’ real 
strength. 
The truth of the Alba Julia Con- 
gress is that 200,000 or more peas- 
ants made long and tortuous jour- 
neys to b gerad there with the mystic 
hope and expectation that their lead- 
er, M. Maniu, had some definite 
solution to offer them as a salve for 
the hundreds of wounds, moral, 
mental, physical and financial, they 
have received in years from what 
has been called ‘‘Europe’s most cor- 
rupt Government.’’ 
Among their number were 20,000 
miners. of Petroseni and other parts 
of the Gil Valley, who thought that 
M. Maniu was of the same calibre as 
themselves. In their pockets, in 
haversacks and banging from their 
belts these men Brought every stick 
of dynamite an@ other explosive 
available from their mines. 
Instead of deeds, M. Maniu, much 
to the disgust of the miners and of 
many of the party leaders, gave only 
words and then retreated when his 
followers took these words seriously. 
It was M. Maniu who drew up the 
resolutions adopted at Alba Julia. 
When the younger and more deter- 
mined -leader, Dobrescu,' supple- 
menteé M. Maniu’s reading of the 
resolutiens to the throngs with a 
fiery speech, M. Maniu pulled him 
from the speakers’ stand. 


Peasants Wanted Only Leader. 


“Our women folk will laugh us out 
of the house if we go home without 
results, Are you ready to fight?” 
Dobrescu shouted; and the masses 
responded: ‘‘Lead on! Liberty or 
death we must have!’’ 

M. Bocu spoke in the same terms 
from another stand and received the 
same reply. 

Michalache sought to organize the 
march of the peasants toward Bu- 
charest and when Maniu vetoed it, 
the two openly quarreled and parted 
without adieu. 

The peasant masses waited all Sun- 
day night only to receive on Mon- 
day morning M. Maniu’s command 
to go home.

They remained to- 
gether throughout Monday, hoping to 
the last minute that some leader 
would take charge. The miners went 
home only Tuesday when they found 
themselves outgeneraled by Minister 
Tartarescu.

Professor Andre Siegfried Tells 
Paris Americans Mass Produc- 
tion Divides Us From Europe. 


GREAT CHANGE SINCE 1900 


He. Thinks “Conquest of Organiza-

PARIS, May 10.—Contrasting the 
America: of thirty years ago with 
that of today Professor André Sieg- 
fried:.of ‘the :School of Political Sci- 
ences, speaking today at the Amer- 
ican. Club’s weekly luncheon, de- 
clared the greatest contribution .of 
the United States to the civilized 
world has. been. the “‘conquest of the 

material dignity of life.’’ 

Professor Siegfried declared that 
America was much closer to Europe 
thirty years ago than it is: today. 
While this might seem paradoxical, 
he insisted, nevertheless it is true. 
The reason, he said, is because in 
those days the culture of America 


still had its roots in Europe. The 
change he ascribed, not so much to 
America’s wealth, and to the fact 
that it is the first country of the 
world in power and influence, but 
because in the last quarter of a cen- 
tury it has created a new civiliza- 
tion based upon a new conception 
of production and business. 

ass production, Professor Sieg- 
fried declared, is a new conception 








of business, something Europe never 
knew before—a new conception of 
material life. America’s nineteenth 
century business dutv, he said; was 
to ‘‘conquer adventurously’’ whereas 
its duty today is to ‘‘produce method- 
ically.’’ But American sentiment is 
unchanged, he said. Americans al- 
ways love rew things, and instead 
of the conquest of the West they 
have turned toward the conquest of 
organization. : 

Professor Siegfried declared he 
thought it significant that the centre 
of population of the United States, 
which in 1790 was east of the Al 
leghanies, had shifted in 1920 as far 
west as Indiana. He interpreted this 
as meaning the moral foundation of 
the United States was no longer in 
the East, but in the West. He said 
it may not be New York which is 
influencing Chicago, but Chicago 
which is influencing New York. For 
the past twenty years, he asserted, 
the cities which have prospered have 
been those situated 300 miles inland. 
America is self-centred and not de- 
pendent upon exports and imports at 
present, Professor Siegfried. pointed 
out, but he said he did not know 
whether it would last. The fact is, 
though, he declared, the country is 
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and. more independent than 
years ago. i 2 
In reward for its labor, energy and 
intelligence, he said, America has 
reached a level of human practical 
life that Europe has not realized. 
Europe is. very much. behind Amer- 
ica in. machinery, he said. 
has age the Old World what use 
can be made of machinery. r- 
ica,..he declared, has ed what 
the Germans call rationalism. 
Failure of the French to. accept 
mass production, Professor Siegfried 
said, is due to the Frenchman’s love 
of exercising his creative genius. 
French workmen, he said, are su- 
perior on things of high quality and 
price, so, the aim of the French is 
not always cheap production.

Norris, Governor of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Philadelphia, will pre- 
side. Dr. Max Winkler of New York, 
Dr. Gustav Cassel of the University 
of Stockholm, Dr. Ernest M. Patter- 
son of the Univerzity of Pennsyl- 
vania, Robert W. Dunn and Frederic 
C. Howe, both of New York, will 
give their views on foreign invest- 
ments at the opening session.

43 NATIONS SEND EXHIBITS 


History and Progress of the Pub- 
lishing Art Shown on an 
Enormous Scale.

COLOGNE, May 10.—Ten thousand 
workmen, ceaselessly toiling in three 
shifts, are engaged in a desperate 
battle with stone and mortar, wood 
and paint, to get the International 
Press Exhibition here ready for its 
formal opening Saturday morning. 
Victory will crown their efforts, ac- 
cording to the exhibition heads, but 
the outlook today for the completion 
of the whole of the enormous show 
on schedule time is not bright. 

In its broad essentials, however, 
Pressa, as the exhibition is popularly 
called, certainly will be prepared to 
face a huge gathering of dis- 
tinguished guests and the general 
public expected to pour through its 
gates thirty-six hours hence. 

The wealth of material dealing 
with the past and present develop- 
ments of the printed word and its 
influence on mankind that has been 
assembled in the immense area set 
aside for the purpose by the City 
of Cologne is simply staggering. An 
unimproved meadow land, compris- 
ing 150,000 square meters [162,500 
square yards] on the banks of the 
Rhine opposite the ancient cathedral 
has been transferred into a veritable 
metropolis of the press and its kin- 
dred institutions, The three main 
buildings are devoted respectively to 
historical and cultural phases of 
printing of the present day, the 
status and activities of the German 
ge in all its forms, and exhibits 

y foreign nations. The dominant 
scene over which a massive tower 
rises some 250 feet, vies in its alti- 
tude with the lofty spires of the ca- 
thedral across the river. 

Scattered about open — spaces 
adorned with trees, lawns and 
flowers are a myriad of smaller 
structures, consecrated to _ special 
purposes. Among them is a Protes- 
tant Church entirely built of steel, 
— and wood, and rivaling in the 

eauty of its novel architecture the 
exquisite gothic pile that has stood 
guard over Cologne for 1,000 years. 

In the House of the Nations, de- 
voted to the foreign press, represen- 
tatives of forty-three countries are 
hard at work putting their respective 
exhibits in order. At one end of 
this semi-circular edifice is a large 
enclosure reserved for Soviet Russia, 
at the other a slightly smaller space 
whose Ambassador to Germany, Dr. 
Schurman, will be present on Satur- 
day at the opening ceremonies. In 
the American section the largest ex- 
hibit is that of THs New “York 
TIMES. 

‘Tomorrow Herr Adenauer, Cologne’s 
Mayor, will welcome the _ press 
envoys of the whole world to Pressa. 
He will open the exhibition formally 
on Saturday morning in the great 
assembly hall, where before 5,000 in- 
vited guests of international emi- 
mence inaugural speeches will be 
delivered by the Minister of Labor, 
Herr Brauns, on behalf of the Ger- 
man Government; . Otto Braun, 
Premier of Prussia, and Dr. Esch, 
Pressa’s Director General. In th 
evening a municipal banquet will be 
held, at which it is hoped Foreign 
Minister Stresemann will speak.

Minister’s Birthday Is Occasion 
for Felicitatious Unrivalled 
Since Bismarck.

BERLIN, May 10.—No German 
statesman since Bismarck has been 
honored and féted as was Foreign 
Minister Gustay Stresemann today 
re the occasion of his fiftieth birth- 

ay. 

The first greeting was an auto- 
graphed letter praising his services 
and a large floral piece from Presi- 
cent voe Saeee f Next —s an 
equally lau ry egram and a 
bouquet from Chancellor Marx, who 
at present is enjoying a short vaca- 
tion in Switzerland. 

Others congratulating the Minister 
were virtually all officials of the Fed- 
eral Government and of Prussia. Dr. 
Stresemann also received a_ large 
number of telegrams from abroad, 
some of them from the heads of 
States. 

Between 5 and 7 o’clock in the eve- 
ning Dr. Stresemann received mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, but this 
ceremony was cut somewhat short 
as the Minister, who was not feeling 
well, desired to spend the evening in 
the closest family circle. 

Papers, with the sole exception of 
Communist and Fascist organs, paid 
glowing tribute to the man who 
guided Germany through her darkest 
housr and brought about the Locarno 
treaty and better international feel- 
ing. Even the Socialist evening 
paper says: “‘Stresemann, then a 
comparatively young man, took the 
reigns of Government as Chancellor 
when Cuneo had to go because his 
passive resistance against the Ruhr 
occupation broke down.

EXECUTED MAN INNOCENT. 


German Foes of Capital Punishment 
Citing Case of Russian.

BERLIN, May 10.—A demand on

urg-Strelitz, was accused and con- 
victed of murdering his four-year-old 
illegitimate son to escape paying all- 
mony. Although the man had but a 
slight knowledge of the German 
language, the Court refused to pro- 
vide an interpreter. 

As the circumstantial evidence 
presented against him was very de- 
fective, the German League for 
Human Rights took up his case, but 
was unable to prevent his execution. 
Now, after two years, three men 
who evidently were the actual mur- 
derers, have been arrested. Two of 
them already have made partial 
confessions accusing each other of 
committing the crime.

MOSCOW, May 10.—A curious ‘case 
of a secret treatment for cancer 
came up today in the Moscow Court 
when a woman named Frena Ugru- 
mova was charged with the. unli- 
censed practice of medicine. 


The accused pleaded guilty, but 
made the surprising claim that she 
had cured dozens of cases of exter- 
nal cancer by the application of a 
plaster composed of ‘‘Tibetan medic- 
aments,’’ the nature of which she re- 
fused to disclose. 

She added that present in court 
Were more than a dozen persons 
whom she had cured after orthodox 
treatment had failed and that Pro- 
fessor Gertzen, the cancer specialist, 
knew her and could vouch for the 
truth of her assertions. 

The Court declined to call the wit- 
nesses or the professor in view of 
the fact that Mme. Ugrumova had 
admitted the charge, and imposed a 
fine of 100 rubles. 

Later, in a newspaper interview, 
Professor Gertzen made this remark- 
able statement: 

*‘We know Mme. Ugrumova. She 
Showed us three patients before and 
after her treatment. I must admit 
that cancerous swellings and sores 
were healed by her plaster. 

“She declined to reveal its compo- 
sition, which, if she had done so, we 
might have used as a medicament, 
though similar results are often ob- 
tained by Roéntgen rays. 

“The three cases cannot be consid- 
ered conclusive and, of course, we 
cannot recommend any such secret 
process.”’

The business sessions usually occu- 
pied the mornings and the after- 
noons and evenings were given over 
to rest, deck games and sightseeing 
ashore, There was an orchestra 
aboard and a happy medium was 
struck: between the tedium of tech- 
ea meetings and the pleasures of 
cruising. 

The delegates came away enthusi- 
astic about the new method of get- 
ting together. The countless inter- 
ruptions which attend conferences 
ashore were entirely lacking aboard 
the yacht, they said, and those who 
desire 100 per cent secrecy—appar- 
ently this was the wish of the nitro- 
gen experts—enjoy a seclusion afloat

way. Not a single newspaperman 
was allowed to approach the yacht. 
The delegates are sure that other 
business —— soon will imitate the 
nitrogen industry’s innovation.

Their silver-black craft 
circled the field three times and 
landed 300 yards down the runway.

Oil Chief Returns Home in Fighting

CHICAGO, May 10.—Robert W. 
Stewart, whose resignation was de- 
manded yesterday by John,D. Rocke- 
feller Jr., returned: from New York 
today in a fighting mood.

His only 
declaration was to brand as ‘‘a lie’’ 
a statement by .his Chicago office 
that he would make a statement in 
Chicago. At Englewood he said he 
was uncertain as to whether he 
would issue a reply to Mr. Rocke- 
feller’s demand. 

A reporter found Colonel Stewart 
at a table. At the sound of his 
name, Colonel Stewart pushed back 
his chair suddenly and demanded:

But Oil Man’s Counsel Moves to

WASHINGTON, May 10.—A move 
to indict Colonel Robert W. Stewart, 
Chairman of the Board of Directors 
of the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana, was made today when Leo A.

The record which the District At- 
torney brought to the Grand Jury’s 
attention. showed that on Feb. 2 and 
3 last, when on the stand as a wit-: 
ness before the Teapot Dome Com-/ 
mittee, Colonel Stewart, when asked | 
whether he had received, disposed of | 
or had knowledge about the Conti- | 
nental bond transaction, stated that 
he had not, and that at his subse- 
quent appearance before the commit- 
tee on April 2425 he admitted hav- 
ing received $759,000 of the Conti- 
nental profits, which he recently 
turned over to the Sinclair Crude Oil 
Purchasing Company, of which the 
Standard of Indiana is half owner. 


Contempt Trial Set for May 21. 


Whether Colonel Stewart should be 
indicted for perjury for his conflict- 
ing testimony was the question which 


Mr. Rover submitted to the jury. 
Several weeks are expected to elapse 
before the jury next hands down in- 
dictments. 

The next trial resulting from the 
oil lease cases is scheduled to begin

URGES STEPS BY AMERICA 





He Is Re-Elected President at 
Annual Meeting of Trustees 
at Washington.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—A strong 
tendency toward the building of in- 
ternational institutions to lessen the 
Possibility of future international 
wars exists throughout the world to- 
day, supported by public opinion in 
the great nations even more than by 
the Governments, Nicholas Murray 
Butler, President of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International Peace, 
declared at the annual meeting here 

today of the endowment trustees. 


Criticizing as obstacles to the peace | jn 


movement what he termed the love 
of formulas in the United States 
Senate and the agitation of ‘‘big 
mavy” advocates im America and 
Great Britain, Dr. Butler urged 
definite steps by this country to 
promote international accord. These 
included: Revision of the sea laws 
of neutrality, in agreement with 
Britain, to eliminate the need of 
large naval armament; the adoption 
by Congress of the Capper resolu- 
tion on aggressive war; coopera- 
tion with the League of Nations, and 
immigration law amendment to do 
away with any possible offense to 
Japan. F 

Dr. Butler was re-elected President 
of the Carnegie Endowment. The 
other officers elected were: Vice 
President, Robert Lansing, former 
Secre of State; Finance Com- 
mittee, Robert A, Franks, Frederic 
A. Delano and James R. Sheffield, 
former Ambassador to Mexico. An- 
drew J. Montague and Dr. Henry S. 
Pritchett were re-elected members of 
the Executive Committee. 

After the meeting Dr. Butler sent 
a congratulatory cablegram to For- 
eign inister Stresemann of Ger- 
many reading: 

“Please accept heartiest congratu- 
lations on fiftieth birthday and best 


wishes for success of notable work 
for international peace.”’ 


Dr. Butler’s Address. 


Dr. Butler in his address said in 
part: 

“It must not be forgotten that 
Germany is wholly disarmed both on 
land and sea, that Great Britain has 
no army of any consequence, that 
the United States has none, and that 
France has greatly reduced both the 
period of compulsory military service 
and the number of men with the 
colors. Even in the newer countries 
of Eastern and Southeastern Europe, 
where armies of considerable s 
have appeared to be a sort of neces- 
sary inheritance, public opinion is 
beginning very strongiy to question 
both the wisdom and the cost of 
these unnecessary luxuries. 

“It is a paradox, but a truth, that 
despite the overwhelming sentiment 
of the people of the United States, 
the Government of the United States 
has for some time past been a chief 
obstacle to every movement to make 
war unlikely and to. advance the 
cause of international peace.’ Our

His Proposals For United States. 


‘‘There.are several other things

En the first place, we should 
bring to an end the preposterous 
agitation that has existed heretofore, 
both here and in Great Britain, for 
increased naval armaments, by lead- 
ing the way in a revision of the laws 
of neutrality as these affect sea- 
borne commerce. 
“In the second place, the Congress 
should adopt the joint resolution in- 
troduced by Senator Capper in De- 
cember last which accepts a perfectly 
practicable definition of aggressive 
war and indicates our attitude to- 
wards such aggressive war. 
“In the third place, since all the 
mations of the earth, except our- 
selves and Russia and Mexico, are

To the accompaniment of a chorus 
of cheers from th benches of all 
three parties, he said he hoped that 
Britain would accept the treaty with- 
out. reservations.

Would Be “Document for Archives.’’ 

‘‘An instrument signed is better 
than a speech made. We can say 
that war. with America is absolutely 
unthinkable. We can say that war 
is no part of our national policy. 
But .surely it is better to have a doc- 
ument, not only for our archives, 
but for the American, French and 
German archives. Such a document 
will be a mark to be seen at times 
of crisis. It will not only help to 
prevent war but it will help to pre- 
vent the threat of war which those 
who are accustomed to international 
dealings recognize as a factor to get 
rid of. It will also help to brin 
America far nearer our practica 
peace problems.’’ 

Lloyd George, as leader of the Lib- 
eral Party, added his voice and that 
of his followers this evening to the 
chorus of British unanimity. 

“Having outlawed war, we surely 
ought to have no difficulty there- 
after about making arrangements re- 
garding cruisers,’’ he told the House, 
“Mr. Kellogg’s speech has made it 
quite clear that acceptance will not 
inferfere with the obligations which 
we have incurred. It will be purely 
an acceptance of a principle, and 
that has its value.’’

“T have already said that His Ma- 
jesty’s Government warmly welcome 
this initiative of the Government of 
the United States. I will go farther 
today. I will say that not only have 
we warmly welcomed it but we are 
hopeful that it will be successfully 
concluded and make a real contribu- 
tion to the peace of the world.

Staten Island Press Held to 
‘Have Made Fair Trial There 
Impossible in Bauer Case. 


RELIGIOUS ISSUE DENIED 


Court Authorizes Attorneys 
Name Place for Third Attempt 


to Fix Murder Blame.

Holding that the Staten Island 
press has influenced public opinion 
there to such an extent that Harry 
L. Hoffman’s chances for a fair and 
impartial trial have been jeopardized, 
Supreme Court Justice Dunne, in 
Brooklyn, yesterday granted a 
change of venue from Richmond to 
some other county for Hoffman’s 
third trial for the murder of Mrs. 
Maude Bauer, in 1924. 

Under Justice Dunne’s decision, 
counsel for both sides may agree on 
the county in which the trial is to be 
held, otherwise he will designate it. 

Hoffman was found guilty of man- 
slaughter in the second degree two 
months after the slaying of Mrs. 
Bauer in Staten Island four years 
ago, but the Appellate Division and 
subsequently the Court of sppeals 
set aside the conviction anu sentence 
of from twenty years to life imprison- 
ment. 

He was again brought to trial last 
March, when nine days were requi:ed 
and 800 talesmen were called before 
a jury was selected. The second trial 
was interrupted by the illness of 
Leonard A. Snitkin, counsel for Hoff- 
man. Two weeks ago Hoffman ap- 
plied to the Supreme Court in Brook- 
Iyn for a change of venue alle,ing 
that the people of Staten Island were 
prejudiced against Hoffman’s race 
and religion and that the newspapers 
there had created an adverse senti- 
ment which precluded all chances of 
his receiving a fair trial. Regarding 
~~, first contention, Justice Dunne 
said: 

“No facts have been shown the 
Court that present the least evidence 
to the effect that the religious faith 
to which the defendant subscribes 
will of and in itself render a fair and 
impartial trial impossible and the im- 
plication is dismissed as having no 
foundation either in fact or fancy. 

Justice Dunne in the memorandum 
accompanying his decision found that 
the newspapers of Staten Island had 
featured the case and had so influ- 
enced public opinion that the de- 
fendant’s right to a fair trial had 
been impaired. In sustaining the con- 
tention of the defendant’s counse] re- 
garding the press the Court said: 

‘i‘he power of the modern press is 
mighty. Editorial and other com- 
ment set forth in its columns, intensi- 
fied from time to time by repetition, 
finally and almost subconsciously be- 
come molded among the community 
into a standardized conviction, pref 
udice, sympathy or inanity. It is 
fallacious to assume that newspaper 
comment is a mere barometer of ex- 
isting puwlic opinion, but rather it 
often initiates, shapes and directs 
tLe thoughts of men into certain defi- 
nite channels.’’

Provisions of Court Order. 


The statutory court order provided 
that the Transit Commission and the 
city officials, their agents and em- 
ployes, be enjoined: 

“From in any way enforcing or at- 
tempting to enforce against the 
plaintiff a rate of fare of five cents 
per passenger for the transportation 
of passengers upon the rapid transit 
railroad lines operated by it. * -* * 

“From bringing and or prosecut- 
ing any suit, action opr proceeding to 
enforce any penalties or forfeitures, 
under the said Public Service Com- 
mission law, the said railroad law, 
the said Rapid Transit act, Chapter 
743 of the laws of 1894, or any other 
law, the said orders or directions, 
the said Contracts Nos. 1, 2 and 3, or 
the said elevated railroad certifi- 
cates, against the plaintiff; or by 
mandamus, injunction, summary pro- 
ceeding or otherwise to compel com- 
pliance by the plaintiff with the 
provisions of the said acts, orders, 
tariff schedules, contracts or certifi- 
cates, or any of them, in so far as 
they, or any of them impose a maxi- 
mum rate of fare of 5 cents per pas- 
senger, or prohibit the plaintiff from 
charging a rate of fare of 7 cents per 
passenger or any rate in exceess of 
5 cents per passenger, upon the said 
rapid transit railroads or upon each 
the Manhattan division and the sub- 
way division; 

“From doing any act or thing in- 
terfering with the right or authority 
of the plaintiff forthwith to charge 
or receive for the transportation of 
passengers by it, upon the said 
rapid transit railroad lines or upon 
each the Manhattan division and the 
subway division, a rate of fare of 
seven cents per passenger.’’ 


Conditions Are Set Forth.

The first was that the com- 
pany should issue the refund tickets, 
which will bear on one side the 
words, ‘‘Seven cents—keep this ticket 
to protect your rights,’’ and upon the 
other side, ‘If it is not finally de- 
termined that this company is not 
entitled to charge more than five 
cents per passenger, r fund upon 
this ticket will be made as directed 
by the United States District Court.’’

American republics he denied that it 
was ever the practice of the Jnited 
States either to take part in the nego- 
tiation of loans to foreign govern- 
ments or to guarantee their collec- 
tion by the use of force. 

Mr. Hughes was introduced again 
to a large audience in McCosh Hall 
by Dr. John Grier Hibben, President 
of Princeton University. 

He said that it was the policy of the 
United States to recognize govern- 
ments even when they had obtained 
power by revolutions, provided that 
the administration of the new gov- 
ernments had been sanctioned by the 
‘formal acquiescence and acceptance 
of the’people.’”’ 


Tells Grounds for Recognition. 


The de facto ability of a govern- 
ment to hold the reins of administra- 
tive power and proof of its position 
to fulfill all the international obliga- 
tions has been accepted for more 
than a century by the United States 
as basis for the recognition of foreign 
governments unless these govern- 
ments repudiated their foreign obli- 
gations, he said. 

Coming next to the question of 
recognition in Nicaragua, he de- 
scribed the agreement between Nica- 
ragua, Guatemala, Salvador, Hon- 
duras and Costa Rica in 1907 not to 
recognize a government which came 
into power in any of these countries 
through a coup d’état. 
was continued in. 1923 with the Sec- 
retary of State of the United States 
presiding at the conference. 

“It was in view of this policy defi- 
nitely determined upon,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘that our government refused 
in 1925-1926 to recognize Chamorro 
as President of Nicaragua. Cham- 
orro had obtained power by a coup 
d’état—the seizure and imprisonment 
of cabinet officers of the constitu- 
tional administration, the dominance

“While the United States was not 
a party. to the treaties, the confer- 
ences of 1 and 1923 were held in 
Washington with the friendly coop- 
eration of our Government. The 
Secretary of State of the United 
States presided at the Conference of 
1923 at the request of five republics, 
and it is plain that if the United 
States disregarded the provisions of 
the treaty between them relating to 
recognition it would have no prac- 
tical effect. The question, therefore, 
as to the recognition- of de facto 
governments, must be viewed in this 
aspect with respect to Central Amer- 
ica. The United States has had the 
option either of encouraging this 
effort on the part of the Central 
American Republics to promote con- 
stitutional government or of discour- 
aging or nullifying it. 


Supports Side of Stability. 
“Tt may be said that the treaty it- 
self was a mistake and that the 


United States should have dissuaded 
the Central American Republics from 
making such a treaty. Such a sug- 
gestion hardly deserves considera- 
tion as it would frankly place the 
United States on the side of blood- 
shed and disorder as opposed to an 
effort, even if difficult and at times 
unsuccessful, to promote stability. 
* * * We hope that the day will soon 
come when constitutional processes 
of government will be secure in Cen- 
tral America, and one way to try to 
make them secure is to recognize 
the provisions of their own treaties. 
This does not involve, and should not 
be a pretext for an interference in 
their internal affairs, but a recog- 
nition of the international. obligations 
which they have assumed toward 
each other.’’ 


On the subject of furnishing arms | toda 


he said that the President: was em- 
powered to place an embargo on 
arms exportations to American coun- 
tries where violence might be pro- 
moted by the addition of arms and 
munitions purchased in the United 
States. : 

He spoke of the recent tendency 
in Chile, Colombia and Brazil ‘to 
promulgate laws to prevent the free 
flow of capital from abroad into in- 
vestments for developing natural re- 
sources, although the United States 
placed no such restrictions on for- 
eign capital.

ATTACK TWO MEN 


Fell Explorer, Take His Auto and 
Pistol and Then Try to Kidnap 
a Banker.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The 
police of this city and Montgomery 


County, Md., have joined in a search 
for two men who last night as- 
saulted Leonard W. Keppart, plant 
pathologist and African explorer, and 
later, using an automobile and re- 
volver taken from Keppart, attempt- 
ed to kidnap E. Percival Wilson, 
Secretary of the National Savings 
and Trust Company. 

Mr. Keppart, who returned but two 
months ago from explorations in 
Africa, was driving through Soldiers’ 
Home Park just after 8 o’clock on 
the way from his home in Takoma 
Park to his office in the Forage 
Crops Division in the Department of 
Agriculture. 

He was passing the park when two 
men walked into the road before his 
car and ordered him to halt. 

He saw what appeared to be a wo- 
man beside a tree. He stopped. The 
men told him their companion was 
ill and asked him to take her to a 
hospital. 

As the explorer leaned over the ap- 
parently prostrate body he was 
struck over the head. He recovered 
consciousness six hours later, lying 
in the park, stripped of most of his 
clothing. 

After treatment at a hospital the 
explorer was taken to his home 
where he was confined to his bed 


oday.

lace two hours after the assault on 

eppart. Wilson had been. calling 
upon neighbors with his mother-in- 
law, Mrs. Florence Keech.

ACCUSES BISHOPS 
OF SHIELDING BAST 


Delegate at Methodist Confer- 
ence Files Charges Against 
Blake and Nuelsen. 


COMPLICATES CHURCH TRIAL 


Action at Kansis City Will Depend 
on Outcome of Case of Copen- 
hagen Bishop. 


Special to the New York Times. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Mcy 10.—The 
importance of the trial of Bishop 
Anton Bast. with all its ramifica- 
tions affecting vital issues in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, became 
increasingly apparent today when it 
was learned that charges have been 
placed with Dr. R. F. Wade, Secre- 
tary of the general conference of the 
church in session here, against two 
other Bishops, to be pressed pur- 
suant to the decision in the Bast 
case. The delegate who filed the 
papers explained that he desired 
them to be on official record in case 
developments justify action. 

The Bishops named are Edgar 
Blake of Paris and John L. Nuensen 


of Zurich, Switzerland. They are ac- 
cused of having withheld facts in 
connection with the charges against 
Bishop Bast and his civil trial in 
1925 in Copenhagen, where he was 
found guilty of fraudulent use of 
funds and served three months in 
prison. In their reports to America, 
the delegate alleges, the two Bishops 
misrepresented other facts in an ef- 
fort to ‘‘whitewash’’ their comrade. 
It is understood the charges par- 
ticularly cite a cablegram dispatched 
by the Bishops to the church author- 
ities in America, after Bishop Bast’s 
conviction, which read as follows: 
Bishop Bast acquitted of all 
charges involving financial irregu- 
larity. Found guilty and sentenced 
to three months for technically vio- 
lating law in 1916 in appealing to 
the public to ‘‘buy The Lighthouse 
and help the Central Mission.’’ 
The Lighthouse (a magazine) was 
the Bishop’s private property and 
its profits accrued to him person- 
ally, but profits were devoted to 
the Central Mission by him. Ver- 
dict technical victory for the prose- 
cution and is considered decidedly 
unjust. In view of all charges 
made, we consider the outcome of 
the trial: a moral victory for the 
Bishop. Church has every reason 
for fullest confidence in Christian 
character and moral honor of Bast. 
NUELSEN and BLAKE. 
Developments in the Baste case, it 
is asserted, did not sustain the state- 





ments in the cablegram, for not only 
did the Danish courts convict Bishop 
Bast and deny his appeals, but also 
the Church court at the e 
found him guilty of imprudent and 
unministerial conduct and bound 
him over to the conference here for 
final ecclesiastical judgment. In 
their dispatches, Bishop Blake and 
Bishop Nuelsen misled the Church 
as to the import of the accusation 
against their comrade, it is charged. 

The Bast trial will continue for a 
week at least, Dr. Fred Stone, coun- 
sel for the Church, said today. The 
Rev. John P. Ingerslew of Copen- 
hagen, who accused his superior, 
Bishop Bast, of the charges on 
which he was convicted, is on the 
way here from New York. 


HUNTER STUDENTS GET 
4 HONOR SYSTEM PLANS 


Report of Revision Committee 
Gives Alternatives for Adop- 
tion at College. 





The Committee on the Revision of 
the Honor System of Hunter College 
submitted four plans of reform to the 
student body yesterday. The stu- 
dents were to check the procedure 
which, in their opinion, would best 
build up and maintain ‘‘a tradition of 
honor in the academic relationships 
of every student of this college.” 

Under the first plan, a student no- 
ticing an offending student would 
request her to report to the Honor 
Board. The second procedure allows 
‘‘no one who has seen an undoubted 
violation of honor any choice but to 


report the offender.’’ Under the 
third plan a student agrees to tap 
on her desk if she sees a violation of 
the honor system during examination, 
or to report the erring student to the 
Class Chairman and speak to the 
offender after class or to report her 
te the proper authority.

Court Refuses Plea for Clemency

George, S. I., an engineer for the 
Port Authority, who also is the son 
of a Lutheran clergyman. Mr. Sut- 
ter charged that on Sept. 27 Popcke 
defrauded him of $350 on promise 
to invest it and give him interest 
of 8 per cent. a month. The remain- 
ing five indictments against Popcke 
probably will be quashed by the 


court within the next few weeks on | to 


the recommendation of the District 
Attorney. 
Popcke’s arrest and indictment last 





January followed the demand of Sut- 
ter for the return of his money when 
Popcke. did not produce the divi- 
dends. A group of men and women 
ap with Sutter at the prose- 
cutor’s office and told of having 
iven Popcke various sums of money 
or the pool. Most of them were 
parishioners of Lutheran churches 
with whom Popcke had become ac- 
quainted in church work. 

Popcke’s first trial on the Sutter 
charge resulted in a disagreement by 
the jury. In both trials he denied he 
had accepted the money for a stock 
pool, but insisted that he had in- 
vested part of it in the development 
of a machine by which a mysterious 
person described as George C. Lang 
was to change base’ metals to gold. 

In imposing sentence Judge Levine 
said that Popcke’s environment 
should have prevented him from re- 
sorting to dishones to obtain 
money. The Court ded that the 
defendant had brought endless shame 
on his father, who felt the disgrace 

a greater degree than the son. 
The Court ignored Popcke’s plea for 
clemency on the promise to make 
restitution.

"TRACHERS’ LOW PAY 


Yale’s President Stresses in 
Annual Report Financial Handi- 
cap on Professors’ Work. 





HOPEFUL FOR IMPROVEMENT 


University President Criticizes Ath- 
letic Conditions, but Holds They 
Are Better Than in Past. 





Snecial to The New York Times. 

NEW HAVEN, May 10.—President 
Angell of Yale University stressed 
today in his annual report that the 
small salaries of American univer- 
sity professors compelled not a few 
of them to live ‘‘under conditions 
which sap morale and gravely im- 
pair their service to the university”’ 
and cramp, inconvenience and handi- 
cap their families. He criticized un- 
favorably the salaries of coaches 
compared to those of professors, and 
urged the adoption of a standard 
which will provide the teacher and 
his family with the necessaries for 
living comfortably. 

No sweeping changes in the pres- 
ent athletic régime are recommended 
by President Angell. He asserted 
that the undergraduates of the pres- 
ent show a far saner and sounder 
attitude than are reflected in the 
records of the past, although. he said, 
no one can view complacently the 
week-end excitement and upheaval 
incident to important football games 
in the Bowl. 

“Because of the adoption of a 
policy of limitation of members and 
the success of Yale’s recent endow- 
ment fund campaign for $20,000,000, 
in which more than $21,000,000 was 
raised, hope was expressed by Dr. 
Angell that a policy may be worked 
out providing for a more ‘‘stable and 
predictable’ Yale budget. 

President Angell, who made his 
remarks on salaries an outstanding 
feature of his report, after deploring 
that a large proportion of the faculty 
members are compelled to resort to 
accessory occupations to live, went 
on: 

‘“‘These conditions are by no means 
peculiar to Yale. They are substan- 
tially universal, but they have 
reached a point where they must be 
given the most careful consideration, 
and this not less in the interests of 
the University than in that of mem- 
bers of the staff. Certain guiding 
principles must be decided upon be- 
fore any intelligent and thorough- 
going solution of the problem can be 
approached, and we confidently hope, 
in connection with the newly ac- 


quired endowment, to be able to 
make a beginning in the adoption of 
a rational policy. 


Says Standard Is Hard to Set. 


**There is at the outset the question 
of a proper standard. Merely to go 
on attempting from time to time 


slight improvements in salary con- 
ditions, with no generally accepted 
objective in view, seems rather un- 
satisfactory. In these days of great 
material wealth and large: average 
earnings in many groups of the city 
population, one cannot instantly say 
with just what standard it is reason-

able, or expedient, that university 
salaries should comport.

Stressus Nation’s Concern. 


‘“‘But when one attempts to trans- 
late such a platform into practical 
budgetary details, the problem takes 
on grave complications, for tastes 
and inherited standards vary widely, 
physical ‘health and strength va 
still more and shrewdness and thrift 
not less. Nevertheless, a standard 
keyed to such an ideal cannot be far 
wrong in its purpose. Meantime it 
can be asserted with confidence that 
few university salaries measure up. to 
even the lowest estimate upon which 
such a result could be predicated. 

“One principle may, I think, be 
laid down with assuraance, and that 
is that the nation, not less than the 
university itself, is crucially con- 
cerned that the financial standards 
of academic salaries shall be such 
that the ablest men who otherwise 
have any inclination for a scholarly 
career shall not be estopped from en- 
tering it by its sheer financial insuf- 
ficiencies. To allow education to pass 
wholly into the hands of men of sec- 
ond and third rate ability would be 
calamitous—and especially in a de- 
mocracy like our own. 

After saving that the ideal of “‘high 
thinking and plain living’? involved 
not onlv self-sacrifice for a man but 
his sacrifice of his wife and children, 
Dr. Angell declared that ‘‘unless sal- 
aries go appreciably above. their 
present position, only men with pri- 
vate means can confront the univer- 
sity career with anything but misgiv- 
- s, so far as concerns its financial 
side.’’ : 


Discusses Athletic Conditions. 


In discussing athletic conditions, 
Dr. Angell said: 

“The report of the Chairman of the 
Athletic Association deserves care- 
ful reading by all who would gain 
an bag wager erg understanding of the 
spirit in which Yale’s intercollegiate 
athletics are carried on, as well as 
the striking extent of the general 
intramural athletic program now be- 
ing developed. Although no one can 
look with entire complacency on the 
week-end excitement and upheaval 
incident to the more important foot- 
ball games held in the Bowl, with 
the inevitable interruption of the 
continuity of academic work, equally 
no one familiar with the conditions 
of an earlier generation can fail to 
recognize the far greater sanity with 
which our undergraduates, as a 
group, view these occasions and the 
generally sound attitude reflected in 
their judgments. 

*‘Men are, and let us hope always 
will be, keenly eager to ‘make’ a 
place on a Yale team, and even more 
eager to win fairly from their op- 

onents when the critical intercol- 
egiate matches occur. The ambitions 
which are here reflected are for the 
most part very human and largely 
praiseworthy, although the incite- 
ments of vanity and the desire for 
social preferment sometimes becloud 
the picture. But so far as concerns 
the rank and file of our students, 
the ‘overemphasis’ which the news- 
paper press has pitched upon as a 
phrase for exploitation does not give 
us great concern.

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AT HALL OF FAME 


Golorful Ceremonies Mark Trib- 
utes to Memories of Great 
Americans. 


THEIR PATRIOTISM LAUDED 


Agassiz, Choate, Morse, Whittier 
and John Paul Jones Honored 
for Their Achievements. 


The busts of five great Americans, 
leaders in as many phases of Amer- 
ican life ofthe past, were unveiled 
yesterday on the University Heights 
campus of New York University to 
take their place among the chosen 
ranks in the Hall of Fame for great 
Americans. 

The men honored were Louis Agas- 
siz, zoologist; Rufus Choate, lawyer 
ang United States Senator; John 
Paul Jones, naval hero of the Amer- 
ican Revolution; Samuel Finley 
Breese Morse, inventor of teleg- 
raphy, and John Greenleaf Whittier, 
the ‘“‘Quaker poet.” 

Leaders of today in the same lines 
of activities were the speakers at the 
ceremonies, which were attended by 
1,500 persons. Marshaled % 
Robert Underwood Johnson, poet 
and diplomat, who is director of the 
Hall of Fame, those taking part in 
the exercises marched in a proces- 
sion colorful with uniforms and 
academic gowns through the colon- 
nade of the Hall of Fame overlook- 
ing the Harlem River to the stadium 
on the west terrace of the campus. 

A detachment of sailors from the 

. 8. S. Arkansas, delegations from 
the Society of Friends, Sons of the 
American Revolution, the National 
Academy of Design, the Grand Lodge 
of Free and Accepted Masons and 
the Boy Scouts of America were in 
the procession along with descen- 
dants of the five Americans to be 
honored. 

Hailing the great men of the past 
as both national and international 
assets, Dr. Johnson in introducing 
the speakers said, ‘‘It is: not too 
much to say that the nations are 
closest today through the contem- 
plation of the foremost men of each 
land. They are the messengers of 
peace, our Washington and Franklin 
and Lincoln of the past, our noble 
minded Lindbergh and Byrd and a 
score of others of today who will be 
among the great of the next cen- 
tury. And we might parallel these 
names with many of other countries 
of which we think first of all in 
terms of personalities. 

The first to be unveiled was the 
bust of Louis Agassiz by Anna Hyatt 
Huntington, presented in behalf of 
the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science and of an 
admirer of Agassiz by Dr. J. Walter 
Fewkes of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion. George Agassiz, a grandson of 
the zoologist, unveiled the statue. 

Professor Henry Fairfield Osborn, 
President of the American Museum 
of Natural History, in a paper read 
for him by Dr. Robert Cushman 
Murphy, a museum curator, lauded 
the scientist for his work in stimulat- 
ing interest in actual observation of 
nature and for his efforts which di- 
rectly inspired the foundation of sea- 
shore laboratories and many mu- 
seums. 

The bust of Rufus Choate by Her- 
mon A. MacNeill was presented by* 
Powe 4 D. Williams for the New Yor 
City Bar Association and Richard T. 
Crane. It was unveiled by the Misses 
Helen and Priscilla Choate, cousins 
of the famous lawyer. Joseph M. 
Proskauer, Supreme Court Justice of 
the Appellate Division, pronounced 
the former leader of his own profes- 
sion ‘‘a great advocate, a warrior for 
justice, ever loyal to the client for 
whom he fought, to the court whose 
officer he was, and to the best ideals 
of the great profession whose banner 
he so nobly bore.’”’ 

John A. Dutton, Grand Master of 
Masons in New York State, pre- 
sented the bust of John Paul Jones 
in the name of the Masons. The 
work of Charles Grafly, it was un- 
veiled by Richmond Pearson Hobson, 
himself a naval leader in the Span- 
ish War. Rear Admiral Willard H. 
Brownson, retired, described the sea 
battles of the Providence, the Rang- 
er and of the Bon Homme Richard 
under the command of Jones and 
praised his career as a perpetual in- 
spiration to the navy. 

The bust of Samuel Morse, done by 
Chester Beach and presented by 
former Police Commissioner Richard 
E. Enright for the Morse Hall of 
Fame Memorial Committee, was un- 
veiled by Miss Leila L. Morse, a 
rene yee gion Dr. John H. Finley, 

resident of the American Geograph- 
ical Society, and Professor Frank 
Jewett Mather Jr. of Princeton spoke 
of the achievements of Morse not 
only as an inventor but as a painter. 

The bust of Whittier by Rudolph 
Evans was presented by President 
David M. Edwards of Earlham Col- 
lege in behalf of the Society of 
Friends. It was unveiled by James 
Weldon Johnson, former United 
States Consul in Nicaragua. Hen 
Van Dyke, former Minister to the 
Hague, spoke of Whittier as ‘‘the 
most distinctly, unalterably Amer- 
ican of the writers of the Lincolnian 
era.”” A poem by Edwin Markham 
was read by Mr. Johnson. 

f the sixty-nine personages en- 
rolled in the Hall of Fame, busts of 
forty-nine have now been provided. 

Professor Morse and his invention 
were eulogized further last night at 
the sixth annual dinner of the East- 
ern Brokers Division, Commercial 
Telegraphers Union, at the Waldorf. 
Former Police Commissioner En- 
right, James F. Pershing, brother of 
General Pershing; Joe Mitchell 
Chapple, editor of the Telegraphers’ 
National Magazine, and Dr. Henry 
Knight Miller, editor of Psychology, 
were the speakers.

None Should Escape. 


EXPLAINS GRAVE CHARGES 


First Witnesses Are Heard by 
Extraordinary Grand Jury of 19 Men 
-—C. B. Chapman Is Foreman. 


The Extraordinary Grand Jury or- 
dered by Governor Smith to investi- 
gate the Queens sewer situation be- 
gan to hear testimony yesterday be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Tomp- 
kins in the Queens County Court 
House in Long Island City. After 
the jury had been organized with 
nineteen members, sixteen constitut- 
ing a quorum, Justice Tompkins de- 
livered his charge. 

He told the jurors that if they 
found evidence of graft and other 
wrong doing in the administration of 
Queens Borough not to hesitate to 
set in motion the machinery that 
would bring the offenders to punish- 
ment, to serve as a deterrent to oth- 
ers who might be inclined to follow 
their practice. 

“No grafter on the taxpayers 
should be allowed to escape,’’ said 
Justice Tompkins, measuring his 
words to give them emphasis. 
Justice Tompkins charged the Ex- 
traordinary Grand Jury after the se- 
lection of five additional talesmen. 
Fourteen members had been selected 
on Tuesday when the panel of 
twenty-three was exhausted and Jus- 
tice Tompkins called nine talesmen 
for replacements. Two of the re- 
pecans could not be subpoenaed 

ecause they were out of town and 
two more were excused.

paid for the ‘‘Blue Boy.’’ The paint- 
ing thus takes from Gainsborough’s 
famous canvas the distinction of 
bringing the highest price in the his- 
tory of art sales. 

To avoid any possible ill feeling in 
England over the exportation of the 
famous painting to this country, 
such as was aroused recently by Dr. 
A. S. W. Rosenbach’s purchase of 
the ‘‘Alice in Wonderland’ manu- 
script, Sir Joseph intencs to leave 
the painting in England for a time 
and will sel] it at cost to the nation 
or any institution or group who 
might wish to purchase it for a pub- 
lic institution, it was learned. 

The painting was long known as 
the ‘“‘Niccolini Madonna,’’ having 
been purchased from the Niccolini 
Palace in Florence by the third Earl 
Cowper about 1780, when he was 
British Ambassador to the Court of 
Tu’ any. It remained in the posses- 
sion of the succeeding Earls Cowper 
and was inherited by Lady Des- 
borough in 19@5 at the death of 
Francis Thomas, the seventh Earl 
Cowper, who was her eldest brother. 


Panel 30 by 22 Inches. 


The picture is painted on a panel 
and is 30 inches high by 22 inches 
wide. Iv depicts the Infrent Christ 
seated on a cushion on the Virgin’s 
lap, wit’ His left hand grasping Her 
bodice. The Virgin’s left hand is 
raised toward the Child. The figures 


are painted against a background of 
the sky. The Virgin wears a red 
tunic, a blue mantle and a gauzy 
head-dress. On the border of the 
Madonna’s dress is the inscription 
in gold letters that Raphael painted 
the picture in 1508, at the age of 25, 
a few years after he went to Flor- 
ence from his native Urbino. 

Much has been written about the 
picture, which has also been en- 
graved three times, by Perfetti in 
1831, by J. N. Hoff in 1833 and by 
George Doo in 1838, the latter giving 
it the title ‘‘The Messiah.’’ 

Its first known mention in art 
literature was by A. Cinelli, in 
“La Belleze della citta di Firenze,’’ 
published in 1677, as being one of 
the gems in the old Niccolini Palace 
in Florence. Dr. G. F. Waagen, in 
his book ‘‘Treasures of Art in Great 
Britain,’’ published in 1854, describes 
it in detail. Passavant, writing in 
1872, described the painting as being 
of ‘‘extreme beauty and of very 
spiritual execution.”’ 

Crowe and Cavalcaselle, in their 
work on Raphael, published in 1882, 
said of the picture that ‘‘at no period 
of his career had Raphael ventured 
on such an unconditional appeal to 
the grace of nature unadorned as in 
this rendering of the Virgin and 
Child. He never showed more free- 
dom in the reproduction of form, in 
the strength and beauty of its ordi- 
nary daily aspects. 

“It was not to convey the idea of 
the God-like that this victure was 
produced, but to manifest in the 
most artisti> 1... the care of a 
mother and the playful longings of 
her child. Raphael’s superior genius 
gives to the group a strong pulsa- 
tion of life, a realism such as he had 
never before attained, combining at 
the same time a vivid jet of light,

Sir Joshua Reynolds’s ‘‘Portrait’’ of 
Mrs. Siddons,’’ now with ‘‘The Blue 
Boy”’ in the Huntington collection at 
San Marino, Cal. 

That collection also contains the 
celebrated Lawrence portrait of 
“Pinkie,’’ which Sir Joseph bought 
at auction in London for $377,000, a 
world record price for a painting at 
auction. 

Last year he acquired the Rem- 
brandt ‘Portrait of Titus,’’ which 
set an American auction record price 
at the Stillman sale, broken only a 
few weeks ago by Gainsborough’s 
‘The Harvest Waggon,’”’ for which 
Sir Joseph paid $360,000 at the El- 
bert H. Gary art auction. During 
his stay abroad last Summer Sir 
Joseph bought the entire Benson 
collection of Italian paintings for 
$2,500,000.

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BIG LIQUOR RING 
FORMED IN CANADA 


Five Leading Distillers Unite in 
Export Ventare With Capital 
Reported as $500,000,00. 


Special to the New York Times. 
WINDSOR, Ont., May 10.—A liquor 
ring with capital reported to be 
about half a million dollars became 


operative today in export warehouses 
along the Detroit River. 

The merger, embracing virtually 
all the distillery interests in the Do- 
minion of Canada, is the most pow- 
erful organization ever attempted in 
the history of liquor exportation 
from Canada to the United States. 

The immediate effect of its organ- 
ization will be felt in an increase 
of from $1 to $2 a case on e, 
Scotch, Bourbon and other Canadian 
manufactured whiskies, and the elim- 
ination of credit accounts in all 
companies which are parties to the 
agreement. 

he new company is to be known 
as the Distillers’ Export Corporation 
of Canada, Limited. The identity of 
its officials has not been disclosed, 
but the companies involved include 
Hiram Walker & Co., Ltd., of Walk- 
erville, Ontario; the Gooderham & 
Wortes Company of Toronto; the 
Seagrams Distilleries of Waterloo, 
Ontario; the Nationa! Distilleries, 
Ltd., of Lachine, Quebec, and the 
Bromfmans Distillery Corporation of 
Montreal. 

Thc only large distilleries which 
will operate independently in the ex- 
port trade in the future are the 
Consolidated Distillers Corporation of 
Belleville, Ontario, and the British 
Columbia Distilleries of Vancouver,

Harper Is Sent to the Cards for 
Catcher Who Will Report 
Tomorrow. 

















NO CASH INVOLVED IN DEAL 


But McGraw Says Trade. Will Be 
Cancelled if O’Farrell Has Not 
Recovered From Injury.

PITTSBURGH, May 10.—George 
Harper, right fielder of the New 
York Giants, was traded tonight to 


the St. Louis Cardinals for Bob 
O’Farrell, catcher.. No cash was in- 
volved. Harper left the Giants to- 
night for St. Louis and will play 
against his old team next week. 
O’Farrell will join the Giants in Chi- 
cago on Saturday. 

his deal was made at the sugges- 
tion of the St. Louis Club, it was 
said by’ Manager McGraw tonight, 
and was arranged by long distance 
telephone. Under the terms of the 
agreement O’Farrell is guaranteed to 
be in perfect physical condition. If 
he is not as represented the,,trade 
will be cancelled and Harper will re- 
vert to the Giants. 

Hogan will continue as first. string 
catcher of the Giants for a while at 
least but the probabilities are that 
O’Farrell will step in as alternate re- 
ceiver before many days have 
oreo. The number of games that 
O’Farrell will catch will depend en- 
tirely upon the condition of his right 
arm and right thumb. He broke his 
right thumb last year and the joint 
stiffened, necessitating an operation. 
O’Farrell won the National League 
prize for being the player most val- 
uable to his club in 1926, the year 
the Cardinals won the pennant and 
the world’s championship. 

McGraw was genuinely sorry to 
lose Harper, but he pointed out that 
Harper is 36 years old with his best 
playing years behind him, while 
O’Farrell is 31 and should have at 
least five years of good catching left. 
The demands of baseball are inexora- 
ble, McGraw pointed out, and so the 
deal was made. 

“I consider this a good trade for 
the Giants,’’ said McGraw. ‘‘O’Far- 
rell is one of the ranking catchers 
of the majors, and we have protected 
ourselves by stipulating that he must 
come to us in condition to catch good 
ball or the trade automatically is 
canceled. We have no doubt that 
O’Farrell will help us. 

*“‘Hogan’s status is in no wise af- 
fected by this trade. Hogan has 
worked hard and hustled.. He has 
hit in runs in the pinches and done 
everything we asked him to do. I 
will not take him out of the game. 
*“‘But we need reserve strength in 
catching. Cummings has not shown 
me that he’is ready yet. His arm is 
bad, and it may be all year before 
he does anything worthwhile. If 
Hogan were injured we would be in 
a bad way.”’ 

“Harper will go well in St. Louis,”’ 
added the Giants’ leader. ‘‘That 
rightfield wall is made to order for 
him, and with Ott to put in his place, 
we are not weakened there. The en- 
tire situation is favorable. Both 
sides are aided. No one is hurt.’

SENT BACK HOME 


Robinson Also Fines Pitcher 
$200, Alleging Infraction of 
Club’s Training Rules. 








CHARGE ANGERS SOUTHPAW 





Second Time He Has Been Humilli- 
ated Without Cause, He Says 
—Threatens to Quit.

CHICAGO, May 10.—The custo- 
mary serenity to be found in the 
camp of the Robins, whether at home 
or abroad, was violently disturbed 
here today when Uncle Wilbert Rob- 
inson announced that Jess Petty, his 
star southpaw and the highest sal- 
aried lefthander in the National 
League, had been indefinitely sus- 
pended, fined $200 and ordered to go 
home for violating training rules. 
In view of the fact that rain pre- 
vented the Robins from playing the 
Cubs this afternoon and the added 
fact that Uncle Robbie, regarded 
among baseball men as the most tol- 
erant of managers, rarely resorts to 
such methods, the announcement 
just about floored the entire camp, 
although for several days it had been 


whispered about that something was 
coming off. 


Robbie Bitter Against Petty. 


Robbie made no attempt to hide 
his bitterness. The last time he sus- 
pended a player was in 1926 and 
Petty also was the stormy petrel on 
that occasion. 


“T never have taken a dime from 
a player in my life,’’ said Robbie, 
‘fand there are no managers in the 
game more easy-going than I am. 
That has been my way for years and 
in general it brings me good results, 
but I had to draw the line some- 
where. 

**IT have been keeping tabs on Petty 
for some time. I warned him sev- 
eral times that he was violating the 
rules, which are liberal enough. All 
I ask is that the players eat their 
meals at the hotels where we stop, 
turn in before midnight and _ use 
their judgment in keeping them- 
selves fit. After he repeatedly dis- 
regarded my warning I finally 
oe the fine and suspension on 
im.’’ 


Denies Manager’s Charge. 


Petty at first appeared less con- 
cerned than anybody. He received 
notice of his suspension in the dress- 
ing room at Wrigley Field, where the 
players were assembled prior to the 
calling off of the game and laughed 
and joked for several minutes. 
Then, becoming more serious, he 
denied he had been guilty of miscon- 
duct, adding that he probably was 
through pitching for Brooklyn. 

“T have been in as good condition 
this Suring,’’ said Petty, ‘‘as I ever 
have been or ever will be. I always 
have been ready and I am _ ready 
right now to step out and pitch the 
best I know how: 

“Robbie has misjudged me, just 
as he did two years ago, and as this 
is the second time he has humiliated 
me I don’t think I ever want to pitch 
for him again.’’ 


Banked Heavily on Star. 


It has been no secret that Robbie 
has been dissatisfied with his left- 


hander this Spring. On the strength 
of his excellent showing last year, 
when he gained the distinction of 
being the outstanding southpaw in 
the National League, Petty received 
a $5,000 increase in salary, bringing 
his pay for the year to $15,000, and 
Robbie counted heavily on Petty 
helping the club to get away to a 
good start. 

To date Pettv has started in five 
games, of which he lost four, al- 
though three of these defeats were 
by close margins, and caused, Petty 
insists, through no indifference on 
his part or lack of condition. 

Robbie, however, seemed to think 
otherwise, and the Robins for the 
moment will have to stagger through 
the remainder cf the Western trip 
without their star southpaw, who 
entrained tonight for New York. 

The Robins, incidentally, will in- 
terrupt their Western jaunt on Sat- 
urday night with a flying trip to 
Brooklyn, where on Sunday they will 
meet the Pirates. Immediately after 
the game they will return to Pitts- 
burgh to resume the'series there and 
finish the trip in Cincinnati. The 
final game of the current series with 
the Cubs will be played here to- 
morrow.

INDIAN SCOUT IS SECOND 


Rancocas Entry Scores in Stirring 
Finish in Spring Handicap 
at Jamaica. 


*‘There’s that confounded Laverne 
Fator again!’? exclaimed an excited 
racegoer at the Jamaica track yes- 
terday afternoon as he saw Indian 
Scout, the horse he had wagered on 
to win the eighth running of the 
Spring Handicap, beaten by a nose 
by Mowlee. 

“IT bet on Indian Scout because he 
beat Mowlee a head on Monday, out- 
gaming the latter in a driving finish 
over the same distance as they raced 
today. But Fator had the leg up on 
Mowlee today, and that’s the differ- 
ence, I fancy, between tweedledee 
and tweedledum. Get me?’’ 

There certainly is some difference 
between tweedledee and tweedledum, 
even so slight as to be almost un- 
noticeable, and there certainly is a 
difference when it comes to a finish 
in a race between Fator and another 
jockey. For it may be said that 
probably no other rider would have 
landed Mowlee home first in the 
Spring after appearing almost hope- 
lessly beaten on the turn into the 
stretch. But with that indomitable 
energy with which he is noted the 
jockey who leads the list in the met- 
ropolitan district made such a whirl- 
wind finish that he nipped Indian 
Scout, ridden by McTague, in the last 
stride and so earned the applause of 
all, even though there were those who 
had not backed the Rancocas horse. 

But in winning the Spring, which 
was a handicap for three-year-olds 
with $2,500 added, at six furlongs, 
Fator also spoiled the hopes of the 
followers of Indian Scout, an added 
starter. 


Polydor Made Favorite. 


William Zeigler Jr.’s Polydor, 
which had won five straight races, 
one at Jamaica and two at Empire 


City last Fall, besides beating Nassak 
at the United Hunts meeting this 
Spring and following this victory 
with one over Sweepster on the open- 
ing day at Jamaica, also was a 
starter in the Spring. With Garner 
in the saddle, the son of Golden 
Broom and Polly Ann was made the 
favorite at 11 to 5. -Mowlee was held 
at 16 to 5, while Indian Scout was 
backed down to 9 to 2. 

_ Polydor was carrying the crushing 
impost of 126 pounds and many 
thought this would stop him. Mowlee 
carried 119 and Indian Scout 108. 
When the latter beat Mowlee on 
Monday the weights were 112 and 
107 respectively, a difference of six 
pounds in favor of Indian Scout. No 
wonder the Cassidy crowd felt con- 
fident of winning. But its members 
forget to consider Fator. 

Besides Mowlee, Indian Scout and 
Polydor, there was another entry, 
George D. Widener’s Finite, the 
gelded son of The Finn and Last 
Straw. The tip on Finite was so 
strong that only 4 to 1 was on offer 
against him. Word passed rapidly 
among the recegoers that Finite had 
been burning up the track in his 
work and for this reason he was 
heavily backed. Uncle Sam Hildreth 
also had entered Sublevado, but at 
the last minute scratched him, decid- 
ing to depend on Mowlee. The other 
starters were David Bone, John 
Cavanagh and Leonard B. Brown 
Wisdom was scratched by Frederick 
Johnson, Scot’s Grey by W. R. Coe 
and The Tartar by H. P. Whitney. 


Polydor Off in Front. 


Polydor. got off in front, but was 
used up in forcing the pace, for he 
tired at the end under his weight. 
Indian Scout raced with Polydor and 
to some it looked as if Garner inter- 
fered once or twice with the Zeigler 
colt. Finite was well up for five fur- 
longs and then tired. 

Mowlee, trailing back in the bunch, 
finally got going in the last furlong 
and mowed the leaders down. Fator 
was roundly cheered as he brought 
Mowlee back to the stand. 

The Long Island Handicap, with 
$1,200 added, at a mile and a six- 
tenth for three-year-olds and upward, 
was captured by Mrs. William 
Knapp’s Undercover. Scat closed a 
big gap and was second, beaten by 
two lengths, while Jame _ Butler’s 
Star o’ Morn was third, a length 
further back. The Butler entry, after

Epstein the Aggressor. 
In the second round the Ascension 
boxer assumed the upper hand, 
reaching Smith frequently with long 


rights to the body. The latter weak- 
ened under this steady fire, and 
soon had little left to evade Ep- 
stein’s heavy blows. The latter sent 
Smith down for a count of nine with 
a solid left smash on the jaw, and 
when he arose dropped him again 
with a looping right that landed be- 
hind Smith’s ear.

Sixteen Players, With Their 
Manager and Trainer, Leave 
for the Olympic Games. 


COLONEL MANNING ON BOAT 


Will Represent America at Inter- 
national Meeting—Mexican Eleven 
Arrives Here Today. 


America’s Olympic soccer team 
sailed for Europe on the de Grasse 
of the French line yesterday morn- 
ing with high hopes of winning the 
crown that never yet has come to 
this country. Soccer is the major 
sport of the Olympics from the point 
of revenue and is looked upon by 
Europeans as the biggest attraction 
of the games.

It decs not greatly matter whether 
or not Mr. ROCKEFELLER is able to 
compel the resignation of Rosrrt W. 
STEWART as Chairman of the Board 
of the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana. In any event, he hos done all 
within his power to kecp his per- 
sonal recozd clear and to set his 
company straight before the public. 
Without discussing here the merits 
of the moral cas? eainst Ir. 
STEWAN7, it is sufficient to cay that 
his appearances and testimeny be- 
fore the Senate committee. with 
their conccalments and -discrepan- 
cies, left a cloud upon his business 
activity. When so large a stock- 
holder as Mr. ROCcnYELLER. believes 
that Mr. STEWART’S connection with 
the Standard Oil Company is hurtful 
to it, in the serisc at beast of- making 
a bad public impression. there can 
be little doubt that such is the fact. 
Thus the course pursued by Mr. 
ROCKEFELLER ‘in this affair is in. line 
with the vigorous cxhortation of a 
speaker before the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, urging big 
business in this country to free itself 
from everything that popular senti- 
ment regards as a taint upon it. 

Here we see a fine instance of 
great wealth admitting its peculiar 
reSponsibility and acting upon it. It 
is a wholesome sign: of the times. 
Fortunately for America. men pos- 
sessed of large riches are as a rule 
possessed with the feeling that a 
public trust has, been placed in their 
hands which they, must be exceed- 
ingly careful how they discharge. Of 
those to whom much has been given, 
much will be required;,and the thing 
first of all demanded of them is that 
in their conduct of large industries 
and great financial operations they 
should be not only above reproach, 
but scrupulous to the last degree in 
avoiding even the semblance of bad 
methods. It is in this sense that 
Mr. ROCKEFELLER, who himself made 
such an excellent impression when 
he was a witness before the Senate 
committee, has taken his courage in 
both hands, as‘the French say, to 
live up to his, professions and to 
exemplify the truth that in our 
democracy great riches carry witb 
them a great obligation. 








THE “ DEFEATIST ” ARGUMENT. 

Since the Indiana primary, oppo- 
nents of HERBERT HOOVER are stress- 
ing the fact that. while he carried 


the cities, the rural districts, as 
in Ohio, voted heavily against 
him. From this and from the fact 


that important Midwest Republican 
States have instructed tor LOWDEN. 
they reach the conclusion that Mr. 
HOOVER is not popular with agricul- 
turists. Then they go on to note that 
Governor SMITH, the probable Demo- 
cratic nominee. is notably stronger 
in the cities than anywhere else 
Their syllogism is finishcd with the 
opinion that Mr. Hoover. if nomi- 
nated against.Governor SMITH, runs 
an uneasy chance of defeat. 

Thus far the facts support the 
arguments marshaled.by those who 
have joined in the ‘defeatist” 
movement against ‘the: Secretary of 
Commerce. But the Hoover sup-* 
porters. who sensibly agree that 
their candidate has shown weakness 
in the rural districts refuse to accept 
the inference that he will therefore 
be the weakest candidate against 
SMITH. Granted, they say, that 
CURTIS, LOWDEN or DAWEs might 
wun better among the farmers, what 
warrant is the-a for the belief that

they would do as well in the towns 
as HOOVER? They point to the ob- 
vious trend for him all over the 
country, and contend that women 
voters are manifestly more favorable 
to him than to any other proclaimed 
In this way the anti- 
defeatists mcet the argument of the 
mene side and discount it according 
to their own lights and hopes. 
Those who are familiar with the 
ways of uninstructed Republican del- 
egations, however, and who reckon 
in the curious antipathy to HOOVER 
shown by the managing politicians of 
hisparty, see strength in the defeatist 
argument. They believe it will show 
itself in the proceedings at Kansas 
City. For every ballot that passes 
without nominating the Secretary of 
Commerce, they see this argument 
corroding support and roughening 
the road to victory. Without in any 
way agreeing that the anti-Hoover- 
ites have made a point which cannot 
be met by other advantages, it must 
be recognized as the first one they 
have been able partially to sustain. 
For the next few weeks the debate 
will be on. Of course, if Mr. HOOVER 
is nominated, the expounders of this 
theme will Ye the first to forget it, 
even to denounce it indignantly if 
played upon by cunning Democrats. 
That is the way of American politics. 





JURORS WHO TALK AND BOAST. 


One member of the jury in the 
trial of Mrs. KNAPP has been cited 
for contempt of court and will be 
arraigned before Judge CALLAGHAN 
today. His offense is that of having 
boasted to a newspaper reporter that 
he was the man who prevented the 
jury from finding Mrs. KNAPP guilty. 
This he did, according to his own 
story, by dwelling on the report of 
District Attorney HERRICK, which 
was not in evidence before the 
jury, and which they had no right 
to take into consideration. This 
member may be only a foolish talker 
after the event, but in a case so no- 
torious, where the inability of the 
jury to agree caused so much sur- 
prise and suspicion, he was certain- 
ty most indiscreet, and is in for 
a bad quarter of an hour when 
he faces Judge CALLAGHAN. He de- 
clares now that his mind was made 
tp before the trial began and could 
not be changed. Moreover, he knew 
and trusted District Attorney HEr- 
RICK. Yet both these assertions are 
in flat contradiction of the state- 
ments which he made in court when 
he was being examined in regard to 
his qualifications as a juror. 

This proceeding will doubtless: 
nave its effect on the selection of the 
jury for the new trial of Mrs. KNAPP 
which has been ordered. When that 
comes, it will be essential to have 
the minds of the jury, and of the 
public, cleared of a certain atmos- 
phere of cant or confusion of ideas 
which hung about the preceding 
trial. it:'was said that Mrs. KNAPP 
deserved sympathy, or lenient treat- 
ment, because she was a woman, 
the first of her sex to be elected in 
New York to the important office 
of Secretary of State. That has 
nothing to do with the case, except 
to make her conduct appear the 
more flagr:.nt and inexcusable. She 
was false to her representative ca- 
pacity ~s a woman. It was also a cur- 
rent opinion around Albany, which 
is said to have got into the jury 
room, that the prosecution was real- 
ly political, and that Mrs. KNappP, i 
her administration of tae census, ha 
only done what “always had been 
done” in the way of peddling out 
patronage and picking up perquisites. 
This. palliation, if it be one, should 
be spurned by every clear-headed 
and honest juror. All that he has-a 
right to inquire is whether there has 
been sufficient evidence laid before 
him co prove. the commission of a 
crime. If there has been, his duty 
is to forget entirely that the criminal 
is a woman and a politician. ; 








THE ARMY PROMOTION PUZZLE. 


Legislation about promotions in 
the army since the World War has 
Severely tried the intellect and the 
temper of Congress. Every plan 
offered seemed, in application, like 
*a Chinese puzzle. West Point grad- 
uates, especially those who- had 
served in the army before the war, 
regarded themselves as more worthy 
of promotion than officers who had 
been originally trained in the Na- 
tional Guard and the National Army. 
but in principle the law under which 
the army of the United States was 
organized for service abroad. could 
not countenance this discrimination. 
All were to be treated alike as re- 
garded pay, promotion, allowances 
and pensions. 
porary rank in the field for merit, 
and therefore to higher pay, was, 
however. a question for commanders. 
Ot every six officers who served in 
the war one had had previous train- 
ing in the regular army or in the 
National Guard, or in the. ranks: 
three were graduates of the training 
camps, and two came into the army 
from civil life with little or no train- 
ing. When the war was over many 
officers not of the old regular army 
did not’ want to resunie former oc- 
cupations. A considerable number 
obtained commissions. Today a large 
majority of ‘army officers are not 
West Pointers. 

{n the years just after the war 
the service contained so many 
majors, : captains .and’ lieutenants 
that what was called a “hump” 
developed. Advancement over it 
was slow. with no relief in sight. 
Many junior officers resigned. The 
National Defense act, of 1920 and

At this 
session of Congress several bills pro- 
»~osing: a solution have. been. intro- 
duced. The latest. the Wainvright- 
McSwain bill, said to be approved 
ay.tuc War Deparimecent, ssems to 
have the best chance of passage. Of 
the Blacl: bill, reported to the Senate 
by a vote of 9 to 7, The Army and 
Navy Journal says that “any fa- 
“ vorable action is considered impos- 
“sible before adjournment.” Major 
SUMMERS, who tried to apply its pro- 
visions to a block of 5,200 officers, 
found that a captain in the Finance 
Department who served as a lieuten- 
ant for two days before the Armis- 
tice, Nov. 11, 1918, would gain 4,000 
files, and that a captain who had 
enlisted in 1899, was commissioned 
as a captain in 1917 and was ap- 
pointed to the regular army in 1920 
would lose 4,100 files. The conclu- 
sion of Major SUMMERS was that 
about 1,800 to 2,000 officers would 
gain positions on the list by the 
Black formulas, about 2,500 would 
lose by it, while the rest would 
experience no change. A vigorous 
minority report was made by Sena- 
tor REED of Pennsylvania. Rather 
than accept the measure, army offi- 
cers would prefer to put up with 
the present system. . 

The Wainwright-McSwain bill pro- 
poses a revision of the promotion 
list in the interests of emergency 
officers, and a system of advancec- 
ment based on ‘years of service and 
designed to bring about a uniform 
flow of promotion. Examinations 
will be required to test qualifica- 
tions and physical condition. A board 
of Major Generals will consider the 
cases of those who do not satisfy 
the qualifications test. Promotions 
by seniority will be made after spec- 
ified terms of service, ten in the 
case of a First Lieutenant, fifteen 
in that of a Captain, twenty for a 
Major, twenty-six for a Lieuteuant 
Colonel. When the terms of officers 
are equal, the older shall be pre- 
ferred. The promotion list of 
officers who came into the army 
between April 6, 1917, and July 1, 
1920, would be rearranged to cor- 
rect inequalities. Lively hearings 
may be expected for this bill. It is 
an honest endeavor to break the 
“hump” equitably. 





PREPARING FOR THE CENSUS 
OF 1930. 


The National Civil Service Reform 
League has sent a letter urging 
members of the House of Represen- 
tatives to strike from the 1930 Fed- 
eral Census bill the proposal to ex- 
empt supervisors and enumerators 
from the provisions of the Civil Ser- 
vice law. In his letter to the Con- 
gressmen, Mr. GEORGE MCANENY, 
who is President of the league, re- 
fers to the circumstances which 
brought about the breakdown of the 
New York State census of 1925. In 
that case the whole enterprise was 
recruited on a temporary and politi- 
cal basis, with notorious results. 
Naturally, the Federal authorities 
will want to avoid New York’s hor- 
rible example. 

There is little doubt that they will 
be able to do so. The whole tradi- 
tion of the Federal census is differ- 
ent. The ‘‘ensus Bureau at Wash- 
ington is a permanent agency, per- 
manently staffed. There is no politics 
in its administration. Its morale is 
of the best. The period during which 
the decennial census is taken, how- 
ever, inevitably sees a great expan- 
sion of the bureau’s field staff. It is 
seldom practicable to hold examina- 
tions for men and women who are 
employed for a few weeks only, once 
every. ten years, and who must be 
familiar with their several localities. 

Mr. MCANENY recognizes that “ it 


“may prove to. be impractical to} 


“ select all the enumerators provided 
“for in the bill through competitive 
“examinations conducted by the 
“United States Civil Service Com- 
“ mission.”. He argues, however, 
tha* such exemptions as may prove 
necessary should be left to the dis- 
cretion of the President. 





THE AUSTRALIAN WASHINGTON. 
Americans, especially Washing- 


tonians, ought to have a special 
kindness for Canberra, the young 
capital of the Australian Common- 
wealth. It reminds them of the 
Washington of.1800, when, as HENRY 
ADAMS put it, “the half-finished 
““ White House stood in a naked field 
“ overlooking the Potomac, with two 
“department buildings, a single row 
“of brick houses, and a few isolated 
“dwellings in sight, and nothing 
‘““more; until, across a swamp, a 
mile and a half away, the shape- 
“less unfinished Capito! was seen, 
“two wings without a body.” And 
there must he highly Magnificent 
Distances in a Federal District of 
900 square miles. The Director 
General of Public Works says that 
within 200 years the design chosen 
for the capital city will be proved 
to be most suitable. 

So the Canberrians, some 7,000 
strong, are living in long hope. For 
the moment they are cheered. Par- 
liament has come back. [t will prob- 
ably sit through the cold weather of 
months that are our Summer. And 
now official business can be ‘trans- 
acted. During the recess all Minis- 
ters were-absent; only one assistant 
staying on the job as a sort of jani- 
tor, Early Washington is recalled by 
the experience.of an official who lost 
his way driving a friend home from 
a bridge party. Fortunately, he hap- 
pened to find the railroad station. 
That, beaconed him so that he was 
able to make his way home. Much 





better luck than JEFFERSON’S or 
MADISON’s, struggling with roads 
that couldn’t be ‘passed by carriages 
““ without oversetting. = 

Downtrodden Washington follx, will 
‘eve a warm heart for the bonds- 
mien cf Canberra. No votes have 
they, Federal or State. The Federal 
Capital Commission rules them with 
the customary iron hand. A local 
correspondent of The London Times 
reveals other hardships. There is no 
land in fee. Only leaceholds are to 
be had. In the business part these 
were gobbled up by speculators who 
sold them to purchasers, in fact if 
not intention, necessarily specula- 
tive. Insolvencies are rumored; and 
an agitation for freehold tenure has 
begun. In the residence quarter most 
houses were built by the commis- 
sion, which kindly fixed the rents. 
The officials who have to live there 
kicked; and “-no man feels that he 
is really master of his own home.” 

To business men the regulation 
and snail-like development of the city 
offer no golden hopes. The corre- 
spondent—is he a homesick English- 
men?—finds that a ‘‘mincr aris- 
tocracy is already in being.” What 
cculd be more infuriating to our 
Australian friends? But the example 
of Washington should hearten Can- 
berra, which has its enthusiasts. 
Some “claim that the climate is 
good all the year round.” Even 
Washington doesn’t go so far as 
that; and Canberra seems ta be 
parched in Summer and freezing 
in Winter. All the better for the 
Australians. Ordinarily they should 
be sure of long vacations of the 
lawsmiths. 





GETTING TITLE TO THE 
SMOKIES. 

It is to be hoped that the legal 
complications in acquiring title to 
the lands to be included in the 
Great Smokies Park will not unnec- 


essarily delay the establishment of | 


that region as the latest national 
park east of the Mississippi. In this 
instance the mistake should not 
be made of embracing within the 
park’ boundaries lands still privately 
owned. This has been one of the 
curses of the national park system 
elsewhere in the country, and has 
resulted in no little trouble, owing 
to the fact that private landholders 
are legally entitled to do with their 
lanes as they will, even though these 
fall within the lines of an area offi- 
cially classified as a national park. 

The speed with which the money 
was raised for the acquisition of 
the lands for the Great Smokies 
Park is an indication of the grow- 
ing appreciation of the value of the 
national parks to the country. Vir- 
ginia, the Carolinas and Tennessee, 
most directly affected by the park 
project, were quick to see that the 
park would be of advantage to them. 
Citizens of adjoining States, anxious 
to have such a splendid area as a 
national park within easy motoring 
distance of their homes, were equally 
enthusiastic in supporting the meas- 
ure. Here in New York, where .n- 
terest in all matters of conservation 
has been strong owing to the keen 
appreciation of most intelligent New 
Yorkers of what they have lost by 
leaving: the country. behind them, 
the support of the movement has 
been hearty. 

The peculiar charm of the Great 
Smokies is known only to few, as 
the region has fortunately remained 
isolated during the last century. To 
this fact is due the survival there of 
the finest stands of virgin hardwood 
timber in the East and the pres- 
ervation unspoiled of countless speci- 
mens of trees, flowers and shrubs 
which flourish there as nowhere 
else in the country. From this region 
come the Carolina hemlocks, among 
the most beautiful of evergreens, and 
many varieties of flowering shrubs 
which are being made popular in 
Eastern gardens. In fact, botani- 
cally it is one of the richest regions 
in the country. 

In opening this area to the public 
the National Park Service will again 
be faced with the need of providing 
facilities for tourists without spoil- 
ing the natural beauties of the park. 
This has been one of the most diffi- 
cult tasks which the park adminis- 
tration has handled in recent years. 
Fortunately, the parts of the park 
which will be most attractive to 
tourists are scattered throughout its 
length and breadth, so that there 
will not be concentration of tourists 
in one spot, as there is on the floor 
ot the Yosemite Valley, which makes 
of that place in Summer an over- 
p.pulated Summer resort. Doubt- 
less in planning the roads and camp- 
ing places due attention will be paid 
to preserving sections so that: those 
who are sufficiently hardy to brave 
the wilderness without their -auto- 
mobiles may have a taste of the 
country as it was when the Boones, 
Crocketts and Seviers first explored 
it in the eighteenth century.

RUSSIAN PERSPECTIVES. 

An editorial in The New Republic, 
touching on Mr. DREISER’S recent 
experiences in Soviet Russia, singles 
out what is unquestiqnably the prin- 
cipal vice in most of the: verdicts, 
good or bad, that are brought out by 
eager students. This consists in a 
pitiful lack of knowledge concerning 
the Russian background. Ignorance 
of the language of the country-is a 
handicap: but: it may conceivably be 
overcome in part by keen obser- 
vation, Lack of special economic 
training is a handicap in passing 
judgment on the greatest economic 
experiment in history. But the mis- 





taken data of the reporter may’ 
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be corrected from other sources, 
often from Eolshevist sources. It is 
strange, observes The New Repub- 
lic, that Mr. Dreiser should have 
found no unemployment in Russia 
when the Sovict Government regards 
unemployment as its most serious 
problem. But when Mr. DREISER has 
his doubts about communism because 
of his disconcerting experience with 
a leaky bathtub at Moscow, our 
weekly contemporary advises him 
ta read MACKENZIE WALLACE, who 
wrote about Russia thirty and twenty 
years ago. There Mr. DREISER will 
find the corrective background: Rus- 
sia was never rich in bathrooms. 
The same argument would hold for 
the bureaucracy and graft of which 
TROTSKY complained: Russia was 
never the home of administrative 
efficiency and single-hearted devo- 
tion to the public weal. 

It is a poor background that will 
not work both ways. A fair knowl- 
edge of what was going on in Rus- 
sia before 1917 would: be a useful 
check on reports dealing with Soviet 
milk and honey as with Soviet 
failure. When it is said that as a 
result of the Bolshevist revolution 
the Russian peasant now “has the 
land,” it would be a gain for clear 
thinking to know that before the 
World War the Russian peasant had 
three-fourths of the land. An in- 
crease of one-fourth in the peasant’s 
holdings is not to be dismissed 
lightly; but it is a safe guess that 
to the average reader the statement 
that the peasant now has the land 
means that before the war the peas- 
ant had no land. Emphasis on the 
réle of the cooperatives in Soviet 
Russia needs to be checked by the 
fact that before the World War 
the Russian cooperatives included 
10,000,000 families, or about half 
the nation. When Government effort 
collapsed in the last years of the 
war it was the cooperatives and 
the zemstvos that held up the eco- 
nomic front. Enthusiasm about the 
Soviet fight on illiteracy should take 
into consideration the remarkable 
progress—for Russia—made in the 
decade between the revolution of 
1905 and the outbreak of the war. 
And of the extraordinary economic 
progress achieved during that same 
decade, under the impulse of the 
slight lifting of the autocratic yoke 
in 1905, we hear nothing in the 
contemporary accounts. There are 
reports about present-day Russia 
which seem to take it for granted 
that the Bolshevist revolution is re- 
sponsible for TOLSTOY, DOSTOIEVSKY, 
TURGENIEV, METCHNIKOFF, MEN-

More with the normal 
Experimental processes of the 
Evolution. germ plasm Pro- 


fessor CONKLIN 
of Princeton has succeeded in hatch- 
ing snails in which vital organs have 
been transposed from one side to the 
other. Here we have an example of 
biology’s systematic effort to solve 
the riddle of the origin of species 
experimentally. It is certain now 
that the ‘‘genes,’’ or invisible life 
units of which cells are partly com- 
posed, are paired and that they inter- 
act with one another in many mys 
terious ways to.make an oyster or 
a dog what it is. By shuffling the 
genes or the microscopically visible 
‘‘chromosomes’’.in which they occur, 
Professor CoNKLIN. has succeeded in 
producing new varieties or mutations 
of snails. 

The question arises whether the 
course of human evolution cannot 
also be thus experimentally influ- 
enced—whether, in short, the labora- 


tory cannot write the specifications 


of a superman and then proceed to 
create him. It was Bertrand. RUSSELL 
who threw cold water on any such 
possibility by pointing out that the 
scientists would probably constitute 
themsélves‘a kind of’ruling class who 
would create supermen in their own 


~* 
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images. Professor Morcan, who has 
done so much to place genctics on 
a ‘scientific basis, succecded, after 
breeding fruit flies by the tens of 
millions, in creating 400 mutations, 
of which only two proved to be as 
healthy as the normal type. 

The evidence is strong that the vast 
majority of artificial variations, 
many of them monstrosities, are un- 
fit for this world. I ‘tural selection 
kills them off. And so it will prob- 
ably prove to be if ever we attempt 


to ‘‘improve’’ the human species by |- 


thwarting nature with the aid of 
Frankensteinian science.

Substitutes for Daniels Suggested to 
Oppose Governor Smith.

Borah in the event that Governor 
Smith was nominated, in which the 
editor made the very happy and ex- 
ceedingly appropriate suggestion that 
the manager repeat the offer, which 
the unappreciative Daniels _tartly 
turned down, to Senator Heflin and 
ex-Congressman Upshaw. What a 
happy combination a third party 
ticket would make with either of 
“38e gentlemen at the head of it or 
the tail of it, finished off with Gen- 
eral Superintendent McBride as its 
National Chairman, and such a ‘‘par- 
amount issue’”’ as it would have! 

The character of its constituency, 
too, would give it such a happy con- 
sistency, illustrating as it would so 
accurately, both in its personnel and 
issue, the rather unhappy application 
recently made by Senator Robinson 
of Indiana of the old proverb that

The really significant thing about

RELIEF FOR BULGARIA. 





for Earthquake Victims. 
To the Editor of The New York Tinics: 

The magnitude of the calamity 
which has befallen Bulgaria in the 
recent earthquake has only now be- 
come evident from dispatches reach- 
ing this country from Sofia. The 
Pre_aier, Mr. Liaptcheff, in a report 
to his Parliament, states that there 
are over 200,000 homeless victims of 
the disaster, and that over 20,000 
homes were either totally or in large 
measure destroyed. The city of 
Philippopolis, the second city of Bul- 
garia and the nerve centre of the 
economic life of the kingdom, lies 
in ruins, and its most important in- 
dustries, upon which its hopes for 
recovery largely depend, have suf- 
fered almost irretrievable toss in the 
accompanying destruction of the to- 
bacco lands of Southern Bulgaria and 
the shifting of the soil due to the 
violence of the shock. ” 

The total extent of the disaster 
cannot be accurately measured as 
yet, but it has been estimated pro- 
visionally by the Government to be 
about $18,000,000. This represents for 
the small and already impoverished 
Bulgarian nation a crushing burden 
which, however, it at once attempted 
to meet by proposing an added 20 
per cent, to all direct taxes. But the 
sudden and immediate needs of re- 
lief work on a scale unprecedented 
in peacetime in that part of Europe 
call for greater efforts than are pos- 
sible by the people of the afflicted 
region and their compatriots; and 
since in a catastrophe of this kind 
the effectiveness of the relief de- 
pends upon the speed with which it 
can be carried out, it is especially 
important that there should be 
American cooperation in aid of the 
earthquake sufferers. 

To this end, and in order that 
there might be a definite means for 
conveying to the Bulgarian authori- 
ties the contributions of those inter- 
ested in the work of relief, a Bul-

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A MOTORIST COMPLAINS. - 
Brooklyn . Traffic Boure Action 


Arouses Indignation and Questions. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

At 1:50 A. M. Sunday, May 6, I was 
given a summons for speeding at 35 
miles per hour on Ocean Avenue, 
Brooklyn. The road being wide ard 
traffic light at that time of night, = 
saw no risk in driving at that rate, 
but offered no argument and quietly 
accepted the summons. 

I presented myself, as directed by 
the summons, at 8 A. M. the follow- 
ing day at District City Magistrate’s 
Court, where my case was called be- 
fore the Magistrate, who, by the wey, 
started hearing cases at 9:25. I was 

with ‘exceeding the speed 
limit of 15 miles per hour,’’ entered 
plea of guilty and was sentenced to 
pay a fine of $50 or three days’ im- 
prisonment. Not having that much 
currency on my person, I offered to 
pay by check, was refused, and im- 
mediately escorted to the cage, or 
whatever it is called, and locked up 
until the money could be produced. 

The turnkey said I could use the 
telephone if I knew of anybody who 
could bring the money to the court 
house. This I did, and as this per- 
son was just leaving for an appoint- 
ment, they said they would call me 
back in an hour. I told this to the 
turnkey, who apparently thought 
this a satisfactory arrangement. 

I waited until 11 o’clock, and by 
this time the cage was well filled. No- 
body could have reached me now, es 
the phone was busy constantly. The 
word was passed around that fines 
must be paid by 1 o’clock, or we 
would goto Raymond Street Jail. We 
formed a line for the telephone and I 
was fifth in line when at 12 o’clock, 
not 1 o’clock, two keepers arrived 
with the patrol wagon. About fifteen 
names were called off, of which mine 
was one; we were all handcuffcd, 
marched out and none too politely 
ushered into the patrol wagon and 
driven to the City Prison. 

Here we were ‘‘frisked,’’ entered 
on the prison books, fingerprinted, 
put into cells and otherwise handled 
just as if we were pickpockets. We 
found it was impossible personally to 
use the telephcne, and any messages 
must be written out and telephoned 
by a prison attaché. I was not even 
given the satisfaction of knowing 
what the recipient of my message 
had said. At 4:30 P. M., the whole 
day lost, my fine was paid and I was 
again a free man. That, in brief, is 
the story of a crime against society 
perpetrated by myself in Brooklyn. 

Now, I know that my case is but 
one of hundreds, but that makes the 
wrong a hundred-fold worse. I should 
lixe to ask a few questions: 

I vras allowed to go my way at the 
time of arrest, yet, why was my 
personal check in payment of the 
ifine not acceptable? Should I give 

he court a bad check I could be 
charzed with a far greater crime 
than exceeding the speed limit. 

Why was everything done to rush 
me into prison without sufficient 
time to arrange for meeting my fine, 
which was exorbitant for a first of- 
fense? 

Why are decent, law-abiding men 
subjected to the same treatment as 
that accorded crooks, pickpocket: 
and ordinary criminals? 

If this is one of the ways to make 
'money out of motorists, Brooklyn is

everybody in Brooklyn suddenly be- 
come law-abiding and drive not over 
15 miles an hour for one hour.

OF ST. PAUL, DEAD 


Had Presided Over Eighth U. S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
for 25 Years. 


AUTHOR OF NOTED OPINIONS 


Was on Federal Bench 36 Years— 
Tribute by Secretary of 
State Kellogg.

ST. PAUL, Minn., May 10.—Judge 
Presiding 
Judge of the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the Highth Cir- 
cuit and its oldest member, died to- 
day in his apartment at the Angus 
Hotel n his eighty-third year. 

He had been ill since Tuesday with 
a severe cold. Death came unex- 
pectedly, 

Born in Epsom, N. H., on Oct. 19, 
1845, Judge Sanborn had been on the 
Federal bench for thirty-six years. 
He had attained national prominence 
as a ‘urist, which was celebrated on 
April 8, 1927, at a dinner given in 
his honor at St. Louis by the leading 


attorneys and jurists of ‘he United 
States. 


Opened Court Last Monday. 


St. Paul’s Spring session of the Cir- 
cuit Court began last Monday and 
Judge Sanborn formally opened it. 

For more than twenty-five years 
Judge Sanborn had -.ssed judgment 
on appeals and decisions of all kinds 
coming before him as senior Judge 
of the Circuit Court «f Appeals of the 
Eighth District 

Regardless of the fact that he was 
eligible for retirement nearly ten 
years ago, he refused to step down 
from the bench. 

“I am too busy to consider grow- 
ing old through inactivity,’’ was his 
sole comment on the question as to 
his retirement. ~ 


Wrote 1,200 Opinions. 


From the time of Judge Sanborn’s 
appointment to the United States 
District bench on March 17, 1892, 
though his service in the Circuit 
Court of Appeals since June 3, 1903, 
he had written more than 1,200 opin- 
ions, 

He had seen the number of judges 
of the Court grow from three 
to.six and the jurisdiction of the 
court grow to thirteen State and 
twenty-five district court judges. 

Among the more important cases 
he decided were the Trans-Missouri 
Freight Association case of 1895, the 
Standard Oil case of 1909 in which 
there was a .$10,000,000 fine, and 
the Oklahoma Gas case of 1911. 

In 1870 Judge Sanborn came to St. 
Paul, where he practiced law with 
his uncle, General John B. Sanborn, 


until his appointment to the bench in 


1892. Meantime he had served sev- 
— terms in the St. Paul City Coun- 
cil. 


“Great Personal Loss’’ to Kellogg. 


Special to the New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The death 
of Federal Judge Sanborn in St. Paul 
today was described by Secretary of 
— Kellogg as ‘‘a great personal 
oss.’’ 

“T am deeply shocked,’’ the Secre- 
tary said, ‘‘by the news of his death. 
Judge Sanborn came from old New 
England stock and had distinguished 
the bench of the Circuit Court of 
Appeals of the Eighth District since 
his appointment by President Har- 
rison. He was a great lawyer and a 
great Judge; and a patriot with the 
highest ideals of public service and 
of the duties of citizenship. 

“There are few Judges who have 
more impressed themselves upon the 
bar of the country. His decisions 
have shown a wealth of learning and 
a breadth of vision. Thev have added 
greatly to the jurisprudence of the 
nation and have uniformly reflected 
honor upon the courts. Never spec- 
tacular but always faithful to his 
duties, his life is an inspiration to 
the youth of the country. I have 
known him for more than forty 
years, our relations were very inti- 
mate and I feel his death as a great 
personal loss.’’

Henry K. Vingut of the Shore 
Road, St. James, L. I., sportsman 
and retired stockbroker, died yester- 
day afternoon in his apartment at 50

Johnny 
Hughes insisted that the Atlantic 
Ocean was still bigger and, if they 
went with him to the Holy Cross 
Cemetery, they would be within a 
few miles of it. Three of the boys 
had seen the ocean and did not think 
it was very big, but they decided to 
ae here hefore visiting the Missis-

Mr. Medalie also brought out that 
for years Mr. Main had been a close 
personal friend of the District Attor- 
ney and that he had discussed the 
Knapp case with him. 

Deputy Attorney General .Danaher, 
an assistant of Mr. Medalie, in his 
affidavit said that. Main swore while 
being examined as a_ prospective 
juror that he was not acquainted 
with any Albany County official and 
that he knew of no reason why he 
could not serve as a juror and render 
a fair and impartial verdict. 

‘In reply to a question of whether 
he had an opinion concerning the 
guilt or innocence of the defend- 
ant,’? Mr. Danaher’s affidavit. stated, 
‘the said he had but that he could 
lay it aside and decide the case sole- 
ly on the evidence.

Rebukes East Side Alderman 
for Hint of Graft in Street 
Widening Project. 











STRONG. SUPPORT OFFERED 


Heckscher Thanks Mayor and Mil- 
ler for Aid and Urges Estimate 
Board to Adopt Program. 


A display of opposition and a strong 
demonstration of support featured 
the hearing before the Board of Esti- 
mate yesterday upon the project 
sponsored by Borough President Mil- 
ler, with the aid of the Mayor; to 
make the projected widening of 
Forsyth and Christie Streets the 
opportunity for east side slum elimi- 
nation by the erection of model tene- 
ments on land taken by excess con- 
demnation in connection with the 
street-widening operation. 

This was the first site proposed by 
the Administration for putting into 


housing plan for the replacement of 
antiquated and insanitary old-law 
tenements by model multiple-family 
apartments to be rented at a maxi- 
mum of $9 a room. 

Alderman Moritz Graubard, repre- 
senting the district: in which the im- 
provement is contemplated, led the 
opposition. He and several associ- 
ates objected to the proposed eviction 
of thousands of persons. He said he 
did not know where they were to go 


while these improved tenements were 
being built. 


Heckscher Pledged to Build. 


Under the project, the proposed 
widening will provide new arterial 
connections with the Manhattan 
Bridge and lower Manhattan, while 
the land acquired by the city in ex- 
cess of that needed for street widen- 
ing will become the sites for eight 
blocks of new model tenements and 
a public park. A group of philan- 
thropists, headed by August Heck- 
scher, stand pledged to build these 
model tenements on the land, which 
they will lease from the city. 

At the close of yesterday’s debate 
the hearing was adjourned until next 
Thursday. 

In opening the hearing Mayor Walk- 
er emphasized his earlier statement 
that the project under consideration 
was a humanitarian one, as well as a 
great public improvement. 

“I am serving notice here, as I 
have aiready done through the press,”’ 
said he, ‘‘that no profiteering will be 
tolerated in this movement. If the 
owners of property to be taken de- 
sire this eee they should 
come forward and offer their hold- 

to the city on reasonable terms 
at something like assessed valua- 
tions.’’ 

Alderman Graubard was the first 
opposition speaker. The Mayor re- 
sented an insinuation made by him 
that all through his district there 
were ‘“‘rumors of graft’? in connec- 
tion with the proposed improvement. 
Mayor Walker repudiated the sug- 

estion with some show of Heat. He 

emanded that the Alderman imme- 
diately produce. the evidence on 
which he based such a statement, if 
he had any. The Alderman offered 
an apology, and explained that he 
was only repeating what the people 
of his district were saying, and he 
thought the Mayor ought to know it. 

Alderman Graubard said it would 
cost $40,000,000 to carry out the proj- 
ect as planned by Borough President 
Miller. He said the cost of acquisi- 
tion of Libby’s Hotel and the Grand 

eatre, on the east side of Chrystie 
treet, would be so enormous it 
would make the rental of the pro- 
posed model tenements more than 
a room. 


Miss Loeb Assails Him. 


‘Miss Sophie Irene Loeb, actively 
associated with August Heckscher, 
expressed displeasure at the sudden 
opposition and said the Alderman did 
not express the sentiment of the 
people of that district. She said that 
she had conducted social service 
work down there and knew more 
about this district than he did. Al- 
derman Graubard several times

called to order by Mayor Walker.

Higgins ‘Would ‘Curb Seizures, 
Which at Times Amount to 20 
Times the Sum Due. 


HEARS OF FURNITURE LOSS 


And Rebukes Marshals on Manner 
of Repossessions——9 Officers to 
Go on Trial ‘Today. 


Commissioner of Accounts Higgins 
announced yesterday that he would 
recommend an amendment to the 
law to provide that instalment 
houses could not levy against any 
articles other than those sufficient 
to cover the amount of the judgment 
against the purchaser who had failed 
to pay his debt in ful! 

Mr. Higgins made this announce- 
ment during a hearing in his investi- 
gation of city marshals‘at which it 
was testified that instalment furni- 
ture houses sometimes seized articles 
worth as much as $200 merely to 
satisfy a $10 debt. He called such 
companies ‘‘unscrupulous in their 
collection of unpaid instalments,’’ 
but pointed out that under the ex- 
isting laws there was nothing to pre- 
vent such procedure. ; 

Elmore Howard of 142 West 133d 
Street testified that, on a judgment 
executed by City Marshal David Leef 
of 214 Rivington Street, the Equitable 
Furniture Company had seized all 
the furniture he had purchased from 
that concern merely because he had 
not paid for a dresser which he did 
not want and had tried to return to 
the Equitable. Mr. Higgins, after 
hearing the testimony, criticized 
Marshal Leef for taking the. furni- 
ture to the Equitable company’s 
paranore in one of that company’s 
rucks. 


Marshal Rebuked for Letter. 


“This case brings out clearly,’ said 
Mr. Higgins, ‘‘the tactics of some 
persons from whom furniture is pur- 


chased on instalments. You did not 
want the dresser, I understand, and 
you paid in full forthe rest of the 
furniture. When you did not pay for 
the dresser the Equitable Furniture 
Company got an execution against 
everything you had bought from 
them. I have no hesitation ‘in saying 
here. that I am going to recommen 
that the law be amended so that 
only such articles as are. actually 
necessary to cover a judgment can 
be levied against. 

Marshal Albert T. Seixas of 512 
Fifth Avenue, who was appointed for 
the Second District of the Bronx, 
was told plainly by Mr. ar gon yes- 
terday that he had presented merely 
“@ flimsy excuse’’ in: his attempt to 
explain a clause in a letter which re- 
ferred to ‘‘drastic’”’ action.

STUDENTS PROTESTED CASE 


Commission Releases Gordon After 
35 Days of Term Under 
Comstock Law. 


Although holding David Gordon, 
eighteen-year-old schoolboy poet, to 
have been “guilty of writing a’ very 
bad and vulgar piece of poetry,” the 
Parole Commission freed. him yester- 
day fror the thirteen.months sen- 
te. -e which Justices Voorhees, Healy 
and Kelly of the Court of Special 
Sessions had imposed for a poem of 
his which had appeared in The Daily 
Worker. 

Gordon has already spent thirty- 
five days in prison. The Parole 
Board’s order released him at once, 
but keeps him on parole for the next 
thirty-fiv. months. 


“A condition of his release,’’ the 
Parole Board’s statement said, ‘‘will 
be that a recurrence of his offense 
will mean more drastic action.”’ 


Justice Would Send Him to Russia. 


The young poet was arrested on 
March 31 of last year by Detective 
Kelly of the bomb squad. He was 
tried in Special Sessions on the 
charge that his poem ‘America’ 
violated Section 1141, called the 
Comstogk law, by using obscene lan- 
guage in railing at the United States 
and the Statue of Liberty. Gordon's 
defense was that he had used the 
bad language in a metaphorical 
sense and did not mean to give of- 
fense. Justice -Voorhees drew the 
admission from him that his real 
name was Goronefsky, Justice Healy 
said: 

“It is too bad we cannot sentence 
you to Russia,” 

‘The agitation for the release of 
Gordon started in the University of 
Wisconsin. When he wrote the poem 
Gordon was a student at the De Witt 
Clinton High School in this city. 
There he succeeded in winning the 
Zona Gale scholarship which enabled 
him to attend the University of Wis- 
consin. While his appeal was pend- 
‘ing he attended the university. Early 
in April he disappeared, telling no 
one where he was going. This mys- 
tery was suddenly cleared up by the 


discovery that he had gone to New 
ork to serve his sentence. A group 
of university men and women organ- 
ized to espouse his cause, and re- 
cently the Parole Commission has 
been deluged with petitions to free 
m, 

Justice Voorhees said yesterday 
that none of the three men who sen- 
tenced Gordon had joined in the re- 
quest for his release. 


Believes Verdict Justified. 


“I feel exactly as I did then,”’ said 
Justice Voorhees. ‘‘I believe the 
verdict was fully justified. Since he 
was a youth we sent him to the New 
York City Reformatory.”’ 

The Parole Board’s announcement 
of its action was as follows: 

“To take drastic action against 
Gordon would, in our opinion, only 
serve to add further to his already 
exaggerated self-esteem, and _ to 
make a martyr of an immature and 
inconsequential youth who has been 
guilty of writing a very bad and 
vulgar piece of poetry. 

“The commission therefore has 
decided to release Gordon, he having 
already served thirty-five days. A 
condition of his release will be that 
a recurrence of his offense will mean 
more drastic action.’’ 





Baldwin Not Endorser of Smith. 

Roger N. Baldwin, director of the 
American Civil Liberties Union, in- 
formed THE Times yesterday that an 
incorrect impression had been given 
‘by a headline over a report of his 
recent political observation in the 
West,: which stated -that he had en- 
dorsed Governor Smith’s candidacy 
for President. ‘‘This is not the case,”’

WIFE SLAYER RELIRS 
ON PLEA OF INSANITY 


Three Lost Fortunes, an Auto 
Injury and Suicide Pact Are 
Told by Campbell’s Lawyer. 


FOUR WITNESSES TESTIFY 


Murdered Woman’s Brother Asserts 
He Never Heard of Her Husband 
Until After Hammer Killing. 


In his address to the jury yester- 
day at the opening of the trial of 
Cecil Clyde Campbell, former Major 
in the Army Aviation Corps,:on a 
first degree: murder indictment for 
killing -his wife, Mary L. McLean 
Campbell, with a hammer in their 
room at the Grand Hotel last Feb. 6, 
Hyman Bushel, defense counsel, re- 
cited to Judge Donnellan and the 
jury a remarkable story of his 
client’s career, The lawyer preceded 
the recital with the announcement 
that the defense expected to prove 
that Campbell was insane at the time 
he killed his wife in a suicide pact 
because they were in straitened cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Bushel told the jury that be- 
fore his client was 30 years old he 
had made and lost two fortunes, and 
that he made and lost another in 
1922, after his discharge from the 


army at the close of the war. . He 
told. of Campbell selling newspapers 
at the age of 11 to work his way 
through high school and an engineer- 
ing course to obtain his first position 
as an engineer in the American 
Smelting and Refining: Company’s 
plant in Mexico. 


Lost Two Fortunes in Mexico. 


This led to investments in 1906 in 
mining and timber properties, also 
cattle raising, in Mexico, in which 
he, made $250,000, all of which he 
lost the next year in the financial 
panic. Three years later, the de- 
fendant lost another fortune he had 
accumulated in Mexico when the 
Madero revolution took place, the 
lawyer said, and in 1914, when the 
World War began, he entered the 
army. as a private, anticipating. the 
entrance of this country into -the 
conflict. 

By the time that ‘came along he had 
become:so proficient in aviation that 
he. was. promoted until when he left 
the army in 1919 he had been recom- 
mended for promotion from major 
to lieutenant colonel.’ He later was 
employed by the Government in the 
settlement. of war claims and in 1922 
made and lost his third fortune in 
real estate investments | in est- 
chester. 

Injured in Automobile Accident. 


Mr. Bushel said that the defense 
would show that a. automobile acci- 
dent and recent financial reverses 
suffered by his client, including the 
burning of his home, had unbalanced 
Campbell mentally. He would pro- 
duce witnesses, he added, who would 
show that his client’s mind was so 
disordered after the slaying that he 
‘‘wept and walked continually’’ until 
he finally found himself in the indus- 
trial quarters of the Volunteers of 
America in Philadelphia, where he 
was arrested. 

The attorney called attention to 
the fact that at one time Campbell 
was Superintendent of the State Re- 
formatory at Windham, Me., and a 
man who had always managed to 
maintain himself in comfortable cir- 
cumstances up to the time he and 
his wife agreed upon the alleged sui- 
cide com ts: 

Alexander B. McLean, a brother of 
the slain woman, of 45-20 170th 
Street, Flushing, Queens, was one of 
four witnesses called by the prosecu- 
tion up to the time the trial was ad- 
journed until this morning. He said 
that he never had known of Camp- 
bell unti] he learned of the murder 
and identified the body of his. sister:

PISTOL FAILED TO. FIRE 


Widow of Lecnard Bonrey, Gull 
Plane Inventor, Denies That He 
| Was Friend. of Divorcee. 


Mrs. Jean Lebrun, contralto from 
Nashville, Tenn., whose brother is 
United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, went to the table in the centre 
of her living room. on the ‘second 
floor of a brownstone house, 63 West 
Eighty-eighth Street, some time be- 
fore 11 o’clock yesterday morning. 
‘There, on top of a small automatic 
pistol that she had been unable to 
work;,on top, of some cartridges and 
many clippings concerning Leonard 
Bonney, the aviator. who: died last 
Friday’ in trying to’ fly the Bennev 
Gull, cn incentton among airplanes, 
she placed four neatly written notes. 

One was to her brother, John Ti- 
gert, the Commissioner of Educa- 

on; a second was for Miss Mae 
Cooper of Woodbine in Nashville, her 
twelve-year-old daughter; . another 
was for her landlady, and the last 
was for a girl named Lila. 

In the note left for the brother she 
wrote: 

“Darling Doc: My suicide is un- 
avoidable. I. cannot live any longer. 
I havea small balance in the Harri- 
man National Bank. I am leaving 
blank checks for you. to fill in. My 
sweetheart was killed in an aviation 
accident Friday and I cannot possi- 
bly live without‘him. I owe $30 to 
Mrs. Mae Arnheim, :202 West 106th 
Street, and $40 to Dr. Rothstein, 886 
piehth Avenue. Please pay these 


Police Find Her Dead of Gas. 


After placing the notes on the table, 
she went into the bathroom, slipped 
the catch on the door, stuffed up the 
cracks and opened two gas cocks on 
the wall. Some time after 11 o’clock 
the police broke down the door to 
find her dead. 


“She. was all. broken up by Bon- 
ney’s death,’’ the landlady, Mrs. 
Anne Catherine Gunther, told the 
police. ‘‘She went out to Curtiss 
Field last Friday to see him fly, and 
she saw the plane come down and 
kill him,”” > 

Officials: at Curtiss Field recalled 
seeing a woman there on Friday who 
talked with Bonney before his last 
flight. However, Mrs. Flora Mac- 
Donald Bonney, widow of the dead 
aviation pioneer, would not give 
credence to the idea that her hus- 
band had known Mrs. Lebrun. - 

“I never heard of. Mrs. Lebrun,” 
she said last night. ‘‘I have no rea- 
son to believe that my husband knew 
her. I am fairly certain that he did 
not know her. I think it was the act 
of an insane woman. Could you 
blame Rudolph Valentino, for in- 
stance,’ for all -the silly women who 
killed: themselves over him?’’ 

She was asked if her husband had 

one to Florida last Winter, where 

rs. brun was. singing in the 
Jungle Café in Miami. 

“It was a well-known fact that my 
husband went away on a trip with a 
party of friends last Winter,’’ she 
said, closing the interview. - 

Mrs. Lebrun was the daughter of 
the late Bishop John Tigert of Nash- 
ville; Her booking agent, Harry 
Walker, of 1,591 roadway, said 


“She came to me about 
seven years azc, from somewhere 
down South,’’ he said. ‘‘She had a 
fine contralto voice. She had been 
married before and had a daughter. 
She was divorced once, and I think 
a second time. In 1921 I put her in 
Lena Daley’s Burlesque Show as 

rima donna. In 1 she went’ to 

lorida; where she dabbled in real 
estate. :‘She was cleaned out, I think. 
Sher came back to New York last 
Winter-and I sent her to Florida to 
sing in the June Café. She was 
there for six or eight weeks. I 
thought she was still living in Miami, 
where she has a house, until I read 
today of her death.’’

ears. Mrs. Gunther said the ig ol 

ad. been morose -for the past few 
days. On Wednesday night she 
heard: sobs. comjng from Mrs, 
brun’s _partment. 

Dr. Irving Rothstein,’ the dentist 
mentioned in the note Mrs. Lebrun 
left for her brother, said that he and 
the singer had been’ friends‘ for some 
time. --She had told -him, he. said, 
that she was ‘‘madly in love’’ with a 
f mous aviator-who was working on 
a remarkable invention. She was 
heartbrokén, she told Dr. ‘Rothstein, 
because the-aviator was married. The 
name of the flier was never men- 
tioned to the dentist. 

Dr. Rothstein said Mrs. Lebrun had 
married an elderly physician in Den- 
ver. He was named Cooper, and ber 
daughter was born of this marriage. 
A divorce came later, he said.

LIBRARY FACILITIES 
HELD OVERTAXED 


Steady Increase in Demands of 
Public Causes Crowding, 
Annual Report Says. 














SITUATION CALLED ACUTE 


City Institution Has 3,072,391 
Books In Stock—Assets Worth 
$29,562,004. 


| A steady increase in the demands 
of the public upon the New York 
Public Library is shown in-its re- 
port for 1927, released for publica- 
tion today. So great has been the 
growth of the use of the library that 
its facilities are now badly over- 
taxed, according to thé report. 

More than 4,000,000 persons—an 
average of about 11,000 a day—used 
the central building during 1927. The 
number of: readers in the reference 
department actually recorded on call 
slips or reading room registers was 
1,786,410, an increase of 105,351 over 
1926. They consulted 3,791,500 vol- 
umes, as against 3,521,611 in 1926— 
an increase of 269,889. The statistics 
do: not include readers who used 
books from the open shelves. 

The number of books issued for 
home use by the Circulation Depart- 


ment through its forty-four branches, 
the Extension Department, including 


for. the Blind, was 10,277,766, a gain 
of 866,599 over 1926. If the number 
borrowed from the’ Brooklyn and 
Queens systems—respectively 7,166,- 
593 and 2,181,127—is taken into: con- 
sideration, the total for the city was 
19,625,486. 


3,072,391 Books on File. 


At the close of the year the number 
of books on stock in the Reference 
Department was 1,890,865; in the 
Circulation Department 1,181,526, 
making a total of 3,072,391. The 
number of employes was 1,434; of 
whom 654 were in the Reference 
Department, 767 in the Circulation 
Department, 11 in: the Municipal 
Reference Library and 2 in the 
Training Class. The total assets of 
the library are listed by the Treas- 
-urer, Edward W. Sheldon, at $29,- 
562,004.65, of which books, manu- 
scripts, maps, &c., represent $4,580,- 
978, and paintings, statuary and 
works of art, $266,245... — i 

Some of the difficulties arising 
from the growth of the use of the 
library—a growth far greater than 
= one foresaw when the Central 
Building was opened sixteen years 
i thus summarized in the 
re : 

‘Over a period of many years there 
‘have been a few hours on occasional 
Sundays and holidays when there 
have not been seats enough in the 
various reading rooms. These hours 
have increased in frequen 
rapidly in recent years, until -now, 
from October to May, any day may 
see the capacity reached, and on the 
average it is reached several times a 
week, sometimes every day for a 


week, 

“The aadition of each new book to 
the collections in the special readin 
rooms necessitates the retirement o 
an older and less-used book to the 
main stack room. The transfer in- 
volves a remarking of all the cards, 
an expensive process which we can 
ill afford. The stack room, which up 
to the present time has heen able to 
care for this overflow, can no longer 
absorb it. In many places volumes 
are placed on the floor, below the 
lowest regular shelf, where they are 
exposed to water when the floors are 
a Haag In a large part of the cellar 
under the stack, shelving: has-been 
installed and filled with little-used 
books. Every year the shifting of 
books to take advantage of the few 
remaining vacant. spaces increases, 
with a resulting increase in the pay- 
roll. But there is a limit to all of 
these measures. A ninth shelf can- 
not follow the eighth. The dupli- 
cates cannot be eliminated altogether 
without great loss to the library. 
Pressure can be reduced to a certain 
extent by declining tu buy new copies 
of books when old ones wear out, by 
decreasing purchases and by the ue 
orous exclusion of gifts. Such ste 
would, of course, quickly result in a 
decrease in the value of the entire 
collection—and no one would recom- 
mend them. 


Relief Urgently Needed. 


“Relief is urgently needed from 
this unfortunate crowding of readers, 
books and library assistants. In the 
meanwhile pressure and inconve- 
nience become greater every year and 
the expense of keeping the service of 


the institution up to standard is in- 
creaied to a marked degree.”’

HIS CONVICTION REVERSED 


Was Accused of Giving Guns ta 
Three Who Killed Themselves, 
Warden and Keeper. _ 


REPUDIATES ‘CONFESSION’ 


Alleged Accomplice of Red Moran 
Says Police Tactics Forced Him 
Falsely to Admit Gullit, 


Robert Weiner, 28 years old, of 
512 Rockaway Avenue, Brooklyn, 
who spent thirteen months in the 
death house at Sing Sing on his con- 
viction for participation in the plot 
of three gunmen which resulted in 
the slaying of Warden Peter Mallon 
and Keeper Jeremiah Murphy in the 
bong ne gore in EE 1926, 
was freed yesterday by Judge Man- 
cuso in General Sessions on the rec- 
ommendation of Assistant District 
Attorney Brothers. The prosecutor 
told the Court that the State had no 
additional evidence on which Weiner 
again could be brought to trial as a 
confederate of the three gunmen, 
Michael (Red) McKenna, Richard 
Berg and Hyman Amberg, in the 
killings. : 

The Court of Appeals last week re- 
‘versed the conviction of Weiner for 
participation in the paving at the 
warden, on which Judge cuso 
had sentenced him to the electric 
chair. The higher court decided that 
the State h not. sustained the 
charge that Weiner had supplied the 
pistols used by the gunmen in the 
double slaying before the three shot 
and killed themselves when the jail- 
oreak was frustrated. 

Weiner was arrested soon after the 
shooting. At his trial he admitted 
that he drove to the entrance to the 
jail in an automobile, but declared 
that he had driven ‘off: before the 
ne began and was not there 

aid the nmmen. He also swore 
that a “confession” he had made to 
the police, in which he was repre- 
sented to have admitted throwing the 
pistols over the prison wall on the 
night before the outbreak, was un- 
true, and had been beaten out of him 
at Police Headquarters. j 

Judge Mancuso ordered the two 
murder indictments against Weiner 
held in abeyance, but it is under- 
stood that they will be quashed in 
a few weeks. en he was leaving 
the Criminal Courts Building: Weiner 
told of his experience in the death 
house. He said that Ruth. Snyder 
and Judd Gray were among. the 
twelve persons put to death while he 
was. there, all of whom passed his 
cell door on the way to. the chair. 
Gray and most of the other men 
who had paid the death penalty, he 
added, wrote letters to him shortly 
before their death, wishing him luck 
—— fight to have his conviction set 

. : : 


Weiner said that from the time of 
his arrest he felt confident that he 


ultimately would be cleared of con- 
nection with the murder plot. 


DIRIGIBLES SEEN AS AID 
TO STUDY OF HEAVENS 


Garrett P. Serviss Looks to Avia- 
tion to Further Progress in 
Astronomy. 





The possible use of giant -dirigible 
balloons as the means of lifting great 
telescopes of the future to sufficient 
height to avoid interference of the. 
earth’s atmosphere in making astro- 
nomical observations was discussed 
yesterday by Garrett P. Serviss, as- 
tronomer and writer, who sailed yes- 
terday’ with Mrs. Serviss on the 
French liner De Grasse. Mr. Serviss 
said that the earth’s atmospheric 
conditions were a great reg x 4 to 
astronomers’ and. suggested future 
development of aviation as a means 
of overcoming this difficulty.’ 

“The biggest telescope in the world 
is that on Mount: Wilson,” he said. 
‘It has a lens diameter of eight feet. 
European scientists, however, are 
now discuss the ° possibility of 
making a twenty-four-foot lens. «If 
such a telescope could be lifted above 
the earth’s surface to a height of 
seven or 7% miles it would: bring 
objects on the moon to within eight 
miles of the ‘human eye.’’ ,

ARCTIC GETS FLIGHT NEWS 





MacMillan Expedition Tells of Hear- 
Ing Broadcasts—Germany’s First 
Flash From Schenectady. 





Radio transmission by short waves 
with results that experts term ‘‘re- 
markable’’ is evidenced by the re- 
ports that have reached the General 
Electric Company at Schenectady 
within the past few days telling of 
reception of the up-State broadcasts 
in remote sections of the world. 

A message received from Donald 
B. McMillan’s expedition, now ice- 
bound in Northern Labrador, longi- 
tude 59 degree west, latitude 61 de- 
grees north, reports that the news 
that the Bremen had landed at 
Greenely Island, ‘‘just around the 
corner from the expedition,’’ was 
picked up by MacMillan’s short-wave 
receiver in tune with Schenectady. 
Radio told the employers of Floyd 
Bennett’s last flight from Detroit, 
his illness and his death; they heard 
of the final departure of the fliers 
from Greenely and their reception 
in New York and Washington. They 
learned that Captain George Wilkins 
had flown across the top of the earth 
to the north of them and had landed 
at Spitsbergen. 

The expedition’s operator reports 
that Station 2XAD at Schenectady 
on the 21.96-meter channel is very 
loud between noon and 6 P. M., but 
becomes erratic until 8 P. M., when 
WGY on 380 meters is generally bet- 
ter. He says 2XAF, the 31.4-meter 
transmitter, is good from 6 to 9 P. 
M., and is audible many times when 
adverse atmospherics blot out WGY’s 
broadcasts. 

It is apparent from correspondence 
being received this weex from Ger- 
many that the German pe} merensotoae | 
stations finally became discourage 
and shut down before short waves 
flashed the news that the crew of 
the Bremen was safe at Greenely Is- 
land. One station in Bavaria, how- 
ever, kept an operator in tune with 
Schenectady and was able to an- 
nounce the safety of the aviators 
five hours before the official bulle- 
tin was issued overseas. One cor- 
respondent’s report said: 

“Everybody was eagerly awaiting 
news of the Bremen during the night 
of April 13 and 14, but at 1 A. M. 
all the stations closed down, having 
given up hope for that night. The 
Deutsche Stunde in Bayern, how- 
ever, had a skilled operator on watch 
all night, on the chance of his receiv- 
ing news direct from America. As, 
however, he was unable to speak 
English, Frau Professor Bassermann 
(née Scarlett of London) undertook 
the weary vigil. 

“Shortly after 3 A. M., berlin time, 
the operator was able to telephone 
the good news, broadcast by Sche- 
nectady on its short wave, that the 
Bremen had landed. Some official 
of the Deutsche Stunde immediately 
motored to the transmitter, set it 
ing, and at 3:57 A. M. Munich, 
first European broadcasting atation 
to do so, was able to tell Europe 
the glad tidings. The official bulle- 
tin only arrived after 8 A. M. on the 
memorable day.’’ 

So strong were the Schenectady 
short-wave signals on one occasion 
recently that radiophone conversa- 
tions carried over 2XAD, Schenec- 
tedy, and 5SW. Chelmsford, England, 
were heard in Calcutta, India, by 
Arthur McArthur. It was bedtime 
in Calcutta when Mr. Mac érthur 
heard the Schenectady operator ell 
the operator in England that it was 
time for luncheon in Schenectady. 
The Englishman answered that it 
was tea time in London. 


TO END BROADCASTING 
BY PORTABLE SETS 


Commission Will Cancel All Sach 


Licenses on Jaly 1 and 
Refuse New Ones. 


Special to the New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—All exist- 
ing licenses for portable broadcast- 
ing stations will be canceled on July 
1, after which date no: further li- 
censes for that class of station will 


be issued by the Federal Radio Com- 
mission. 

It is understood this step has be- 
come necessary because the commis- 
sion has received continual reports 
that rtable stations were going 
into cities and districts where there 
were already broadcasting stations 
and causing interference. The rec- 
ords of the commission show that 
there now only fourteen portable sta- 
tions in the country. 

The order issued by the commis- 
sion today provided that ‘‘no licenses 
or renewal or extension of existing 
licenses will be issued to portable 
broadcasting stations after July 1, 
1928, and that on that date all por- 
table broadcasting stations will cease 
Operations.’”’ 

A protest has been filed with the 
commission by the Radio Protective 
Association against the issuance or 
renewal of short wave licenses to 
either the Radio Corporation or any 
of its subsidiaries. 

The association contends the cor- 
poration cantrols an interest in the 
radio patents of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company in 
violation of Section 17, which is the 
anti-monopoly clause ‘of the Radio 
act of 1927. This is the section on 
whieh the commission has asked for 
legal advice from the Attorney Gen-

‘“The-evidence at hand seems to 
show that there was no foundation 
for the statement made by Mrs. 
Rooney.’’ 


Mrs. Rooney Resents Report. 


Mrs. Rooney, who stood before the 
rail eager to speak, resented the con- 
clusion. She declared that Mr. 


Tuttle had been all along working 
in.the interest of the railroad com- 
pany rather then that of the city. 
She wanted to. know whether the 
Mayor and Mr. Miller had reached 
the same conclusion after a personal 
survey. ' 

Both .the Mayor and Borough 
President Miller -assured her that 
they had done'so and that they were 
convinced there was no ground fer 
her charge. Mrs. Rooney refused to 
yield the point. She insisted that 
the Mayor should advocate no reso- 
lution unless it demanded that the 
railroad: company take up the tracks 
illegally, laid. Mayor Walker in vain 
sought to mollify her 

Mrs. Rooney exhibited a map which 
she said she had obtained from the 
office of Chief Engineer Tuttle on 
Jan; 12,,from which she had drawn 
her ‘conclusions. She insisted, how- 
ever, that the board should defer its 
approval of the map until the com- 
pany had removed the tracks from 
the city owned land, which it had 
occupied under an order from the 
Transit Commission. 

An attorney for one of the Wash- 
ington Heights civic associations, 
which had opposed the original occu- 
pation of city owned land by the 
railroad company..without authority, 
explained to Mayor Walker that he 
thought Mrs. Rooney had become 
confused in reading the maps, and 
that the confusion — had caused her 
to make the sensational charge two 
weeks ago. Mrs. Rooney was. still 
protesting volubly when the Mayor 
sought to end the hearing. 


Joyce Tries to Be Heard. 


Colonel Frank Joyce of the ‘‘Death 
Avenue’’ League, created a scene 
when he endeavored to be heard after 
Mayor Walker hed moved that the 
hearing on the plan be closed. 

‘‘We have been listening to you 
for two years or more,” said the 
Mayor, ‘‘and we have granted you 
many adjournments and you have 
never yet offered a _ constructive 
idea.”’ 

When Colonel Joyce became insis- 
tent, Mayor Walker remarked: ‘‘You 
are going to leave here -any minute, 
and you don’t know it.’’ 

In emphasis of the Mayor’s remark, 
Police Lieutenant Thomas F. O’Con- 
nor took a position alongside Colonel 
Joyce ready to enforce any order 
given by the Mayor. 

It now remains for the city and 
the company to work ouf the details 
of the proposed improvement, and 
try to reach an agreement; on the 
sharing of the cost.

REDUCTION BY BANKS HERE 





Money Rates Attracted Funds From 
Interior, and Business Rose for 
Out-of-Town Institutions. 





An increase of $79,451,000 in bro- 
kers’ loans, bringing the total up to 
the record-breaking figure of $4,361,- 
108,000, was announced yesterday by 


the Federal Reserve Board for the 
week ended Wednescay. The report 
showed a heavy reduction in loans 
made by New York City banks for 
their own account, but this was more 
than offset by expansions in the loan 
accounts of out-of-town banks and 
of ‘‘others,’’ made up largely of cor- 
porations, which are usually attract- 
ed to the collateral loan market by 
high money rates such as have pre- 
vailed for the last week.

REMINGTON COMPANY SUED. 


Auditor Also Named in Action for 
Part of Tax Refund. 


The Remington Typewriter Com- 
pany and Lawrence P. Mattingly, 
head of an auditing company, were 
sued in the Supreme Court yester- 
day by Thomas F. Moore, formerly

Increased to 124. 





An annual survey of light and 
power systems with an output of 
more than 100,000,000 kilowatt hours 
yearly reveals a growth in output of 


individual companies and a continu- 
ation of the process of consolidating 
smaller groups or units into larger 
systemas, according to the Electrical 
World. Of the systems operating in 
the United States, the Buffalo, Niag- 
ara & Eastern Power Corporation 
again led the field in output for the 
year, with the Commonwealth Edi- 
son Company of Chicago second and 
the ne of New York 
third. 

The survey shows that there are 
141 systems in this classification on 
the North American continent, of 
which 124 systems are in the United 
States, 15 in Canada and 2 in Mex- 
ico. Plants operated by the 124 sys- 
tems in the United States totaled 
1,423 end have a total rating of 
24,275.311 kilovolt-amperes. These 
plants generated 64,380,010,246 kilo- 
watt hours during the past year. 
The energy generated by all electric 
light and power plants in the United 
States in 1927 was 74,753,227 kilowatt 
hours, according to the latest fig- 
ures. 

Power sales account for 33,698,000,- 
000 kilowatt hours, almost 46 per 
cent. of the total output of the large 
systems and more than three times 
the sales for ag ee = — 
cial lighting. e number of sy:

Counterfeit ‘Extremely Dangerous.’ 


Banks and other financial institu- 
tions in the Second Federal Reserve 
District have been warned by the 
Treasury Department of an ‘“‘ex- 
tremely dangerous’ counterfeit $100 
Federal Reserve note, drawn on the 


Federal Reserve Bank of New York, 
which is in circulation. The note 
bears the signature of John Burke, 
Treasurer of the United States; also 
that of W. G. McAdoo, Secretary of 
the Treasury, and a portrait of 
Franklin. 

The counterfeit is printed from in- 
taglio plates on bleached genuine 
paper. The face plate is about one- 
eighth of an inch shorter than the 
genuine. Bearing the check letter 
“D,’’ series 1914, the counterfeit has 
thinner corner numerals, particu- 
larly the ‘‘1,’’ and the ciphers have 
less white space. Inasmuch as the 
counterfeit is unusually deceptive, 
great care should be exercised in 
handling notes of this denomination, 
postage 9 Pa Benjamin Strong, Gov- 
ernor of the Second Federal Reserve 
District.

BERLIN, May 10.—The expected 
consequence of the recent wage 
increase granted to the Ruhr coal 
miners through a Government de- 
cision came quickly. 

The Rhenish Steel and Iron 
Trust today announced that prices 
for half-finished and rod iron will 
be advanced 4 marks a ton, while 
prices of wire and sheet iron will 
go up 7 marks. The advances are 
to take place immediately.

Ernest. Vilgrain, former French 
Under Secretary of State in the Food 
Ministry and now President of the 
Grands Moulins de Paris, the largest 
chain of flour mills in France, has 
arrived in New York to study condi- 
tions in the wheat districts of this 
country, and in the mills and mar- 
kets of the Middle West. He has 
been sent to the United States by the 
French Ministry of Agriculture with 
the idea of utilizing American meth- 
ods of growing and milling to im- 
prove the quality of wheat and flour 
produced in France. 

Since the war France has greatly 
increased the per acre yield of wheat 
by more intensive cultivation, ac- 
cording to M. Vilgrain, but at the 
Same time there has been a corre- 
sponding decrease in the quality of 
the wheat produced. Methods must 
now be evolved to keep the quantity 
at the same level and better the qual- 
ity. French wheat tends to have a 
deficiency of gluten and protein, 
whereas certain American varieties 
are very rich in these ingredients. 
M. Vilgrain hopes that by using the 
same varieties and simulating condi- 
tions in favorable American wheat 
districts, France can greatly better 
the quality of its wheat. 

France buys surplus wheat from 
this country, said M. Vilgrain, and 
therefore it is desirable that the 
wheat exported from America be of 
a quality rich in the ingredients 
French wheat lacks, so that it can 
be used with the French wheat in the 
milling of flour. Before the war 
France, which consumes more wheat 
than it grows, obtained its surplus 
from Russia, which exported a very 
fine quality of wheat, according to 
the French grafn merchant. Since 
the revolution, however, Russia has 
hardly been able to supply its own 
needs, and what little it has been 
able to export from time to time, M. 
Vilgrain said, was of very inferior 
quality. As a result France has 
— to the United States and Can- 


ada. 

Italy is in virtually the same condi- 
tion as France in regard to wheat, 
according to M. Viigrain. It also 
used to get grain from Russia. In 
addition, the intensive campaign to 
grow more wheat instituted by Pre- 
mier Mussolini has succeeded in in- 
creesing the quantity, but the qual- 
ity, as in France, has deteriorated. 

e Grands Moulins de Paris was 
formed in 1919 and owns mills in 
Paris, Lille, Bordeaux, Port St. Louis 
du Rhone, Calais and Clermont. It 
handles one-tenth of the entire wheat 
supply used by France. M. Vilgrain 
belongs to an old Lorraine family of 
manufacturers. After the war, in 
which he had been Food Controller 
for Premier Clemenceau, he was ac- 
cused of having taken advantage of 
his position to make enormous prof- 
its on a wheat corner and also of 
having evaded military service by in- 
flicting a slight wound on himself. 
In a sensational trial in January, 
1922, M. Vilgrain was completely ex- 
onerated of the latter charge.. The 
accusation of profiteering was 
dropped on the ground there was no 
evidence warranting a trial.

Nervous fluctuations continued to 
characterize cotton trading, and after 
frequent changes over a range of 
one-quarter of a cent, the market 
advanced in the last hour and closed 
with a gain of 9 to 13 points. Better 
weather in the South had the effect 
of slowing outside operations during 
the greater part of the session, while 
a severe break iff wheat and news 
from the Far East unsettled senti- 
ment.

PRESENT TRADE TAXES 
RETAINED BY SENATE 


Democratic Efforts to Alter Prod- 
uce Exchange and Capital Stock 
Levies Are Defeated. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Attempts 
by Democratic members to defeat 
the Finance Committee recommen- 
dations in connection with the tax 
reduction bill were beaten in the 
Senate today, in votes on taxes on 
future produce exchange sales and 


on capital stock transfers. 

The Senate approved the Commit- 
tee’s plan to retain the existing tax 
of 1 cent per $100 value on produce 
exchange sales and the present levy 
of 2 cents per $100 value on capital 
stock transfers. 

Defeat of a motion by Senator 
Caraway, Democrat, of Arkansas, to 
increase the tax on produce se 
sales to 50 cents per $100 was t 
first action. Most of the Democrats 
had wished to repeal the tax, as had 
been done in the House. Senator 
Caraway received the support of in- 
surgent Republicans, but his pro- 
posal was defeated 47 to 

The Senate then fei fk. the Com- 
mittee recommendation concerning 
capital stock transfers by a vote of 
48 to 39. The House had voted to 
cut this tax in half. On the roll call, 
Senators Caraway, George, Gerry, 
Sheppard, Dill and Neely. Democrats, 
voted with the Republicans, and 
Senators Moses, Odie, Schall and 
Dale, Republicans, with the Demo- 
crats. 

A move by Senator Simmons, 
Democrat, of North Carokna, to re- 
peal the tax on original issues of 
capital stock was beaten 42 to 34. 
The Senate then approved the com- 
mittee plan. 

Senater Copeland, Democrat, of 
New York, introduced an amendment 
whereby taxes on the International 
Bridge at Niagara Falls would be 
divided between the American and 
Canadian Governments. At present, 
each Government is permitted to col- 
lect the full tax. No vote has as yet 
been taken on this proposal.
